THE SEVENTH REPORT of the Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues ; in Obedience 
to an Act passed in the Tenth Year of the Reign of His 
present Majesty, intituled “ An Act to consolidate and amend 
“ the Laws relating to the Management and Improvement of 
“ His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Parks, and Chaces, of the 
“ Land Revenue of the Crown, within the Survey of the 
“ Exchequer in England, and of the Land Revenue of the 
“ Crown in Ireland ; and for extending certain Provisions 
“ relating to the same to the Isles of Man and Alderney 
being the First Annual Report of the said Commissioners. 



F ROM the time of the passing of the Civil List Act of Queen Anne, by ] Anne, st. 1 . c. 7. 

which the Estates of the Crown were rendered inalienable, except for 
the limited terras therein mentioned, ’till the Year 1786, the management of 
that Property does not appear to have, on any occasion, engaged the attention 
of Parliament, or of the Executive Government. In 1786, in consequence of 
proceedings and discussions which had previously taken place in the House 
of Commons, a Bill was proposed and passed into a Law, authorizing the 
appointment of Commissioners, “to inquire into the State and Condition of 
“ the Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues,” and to suggest such plans for 
their better management as should be likely to render them more advantageous 
and productive ; and after those Commissioners had completed their inquiries, 
and made Seventeen Reports, containing much information and many 
valuable suggestions, the Act of S4th Geo. 3. c. 75., “ for the better Manage- 
“ ment of the Land Revenues of the Crown,” was passed. 

By that Act some of the most important measures recommended by the 
Commissioners with regard to the demised Estates and the Sale of unim- 
provable Rents were adopted, but no steps were taken for carrying into 
effect any of the suggestions of those Commissioners with respect to the 
Forests ’till the Year 1808, when an Act was passed (43 Geo. 3. c. 31.) for 
establishing certain regulations in the Office of the Surveyor General of His 
Majesty’s Woods, Forests, &c. 

Since 1803 many other Acts had been passed, containing farther provisions 
and regulations concerning the demised Estates, and for the improvement of 
the Forests. In some instances, such Acts appeared, from their titles and 
principal provisions, to relate to matters of local Interest, but which, never- 
theless, contained provisions affecting the general management of the 
property ; in other cases, powers had been given from time to time, as 
occasions seemed to require, in regard to different portions of the Revenue,

so that the Rules prescribed for our own Government in our official 
proceedings, and those powers under which Leases and Conveyances could 
be prepared, being contained in many Acts of Parliament, passed at different 
times, and with distinct and separate objects, during a period of 35 Years, 
and the provisions of which were in some instances inconsistent with each 
other it had become very important that all necessary powers and provisions 
concerning the Estates and Revenues under our management, and especially 
those under which Purchasers or Lessees of Crown Property derive their 
titles to the possessions they hold, should be consolidated and embodied in 
one Act ; and being of opinion that some new regulations might be beneficially 
introduced, which required the sanction of the Legislature, a Bill for the 
Purposes above mentioned was proposed to Parliament during the last Session, 
10 Geo. 4. c. 50. and passed into the Act under which we are required to present this 
Report. 

By that Act we are required during the first Session of Parliament in every 
Year (instead of in every Third Year as heretofore) to certify and report to 
the King’s most Excellent Majesty, and to both Houses of Parliament, certain 
particulars concerning all Leases, Sales, Exchanges, Purchases, or Grants 
made in the Year ended on the 5th of January preceding the date of each 
Report ; and we are also required to report the Income and Expenditure of 
all the Monies which shall have arisen from the Possessions and Land Revenues 
of the Crown to which the Act relates, and as to any other Monies placed 
under our Management, during the Periods comprised in each Report. 

By the same Act the Restrictions contained in former Acts, under which 
Leases of Houses could not be renewed ’till within Twenty Years, nor of 
Land ’till within Five Years, of the expiration of existing Leases, have been 
removed ; but the term for which such Leases may be granted, either in 
possession or reversion, continues the same as heretofore, and cannot exceed 
99 Years in cases of Buildings, Sites for Buildings, or Appurtenances thereto, 
nor 31 Years in other cases, except in cases of Leases of Incroachments made 
upon the Royal Forests, hereafter more particularly noticed. 

Although we deemed it advisable that such Restrictions should be removed, 
in consequence of different occasions having occurred in which they had 
prevented Lessees of the Crown from making improvements which would 
have been very advantageous to the interests of His Majesty, we are of 
opinion that the former Rules should be adhered to generally, and that a 
departure from them on such occasions as we have adverted to should form 
very special exceptions, and be adopted only on a detailed Report of all the 
circumstances of the particular cases, to be submitted to the Lords of the 
Treasury, and to be specially noticed in our Annual Reports to Parliament 

The Receivers of the Land Revenue in England and Wales have hitherto 
rendered their Accounts to the Auditor separately and distinctly from the 
Annual Accounts rendered by us; and as the Accounts of the Receivers 
included various payments of ancient annual pensions, principally to Eccle- 
siastical Establishments and Schools, and also occasional allowances to Crown 
Tenants for repairs or improvements, which did not pass through our hands, 
the Annual Accounts rendered by us to Parliament, or to the Auditor, did 
not contain that complete detail of the whole Receipt and Expenditure of 
every portion of the Revenue under our management, which it appeared to 
be desirable that the Accounts of this Department should furnish. We 

therefore 
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therefore proposed, and it is provided by the Act of last Session, that all the 
Receivers shall in future deliver their Annual Accounts into this Office in 
the first instance, and after being examined under our direction, that those 
Accounts shall be incorporated with and form part of the general Account to 
be rendered by us to the Auditor, and to be by him finally examined and 
audited. The same Act provides, in addition to former regulations and 
checks for the receipt and remittance of Rents by the Receivers, that they 
shall make monthly Returns of the sums collected by them, and be chargeable, 
by way of penalty, with interest at the rate of ^10 per Cent, for any sum 
which they shall retain in their hands exceeding £ 500 . 

By an Act of the 7th and 8th Geo. 4*. c. 66. the powers which had by 
former Acts of Parliament been vested in His Majesty for granting portions 
of the Land Revenue for sites of Churches, Chapels, Cemeteries, or Burial 
Grounds, or to be used for Public Buildings “ within the Bills of Mortality,” 
were enlarged, so as, in addition to former powers of making free Grants, to 
empower the granting all or any part of the estate or interest of His Majesty 
in “ any Land within the survey of the Court of Exchequer in England and 
“ Wales,” but not exceeding five acres in any one Grant, as a site or sites for 
erecting thereon any buildings by Public Bodies or Societies for the pro- 
motion of the Arts, Literature, and Knowledge, or Charitable or other useful 
Purposes. • 

These very general and extensive powers have been limited, by the Act of 
last session, to Grants for sites of Churches, Chapels, Cemeteries, or Burial 
Grounds, or of any House or Garden for the use of the Clergyman, or for any 
Parochial or District School ; and not more than five acres, nor any property 
exceeding in value the sum of ^1,000, can be included in any one of such 
Grants. We think that if cases should occur in which it should be expedient 
to advise His Majesty to consent to more ample Grants than would be autho- 
rized by the present restricted power, it would be more desirable that such 
cases should be submitted to Parliament, and, if approved of, become the 
subject of separate enactments, than that the former extensive and somewhat 
indefinite powers should have been continued. 

By an Act of the 52d of the late King, passed with the view of obtaining 52G.3. c. 161 . 
acknowledgements of the Rights of the Crown from parties who had 
unlawfully taken possession of and inclosed small parcels of land in the 
Royal Forests, authority was given to grant Leases, for any term not exceeding 
31 years, of such unlawfully-inclosed land as had been held for not less than 
10, or in certain cases for not less than 20 years before the passing of that 
Act, at such rents and subject to such conditions as, according to the 
circumstances of the respective cases, should be deemed reasonable ; but 
objections to accept Leases for definite periods had been so strongly urged 
on behalf of many of those who claimed and considered themselves the 
Owners of the Incroachments, and so great was the desire expressed by those 
parties to be allowed to retain their possessions under Leases for Lives, in 
preference to holding them upon Leases for Years, that we were induced, in 
consideration of the generally indigent circumstances of such parties, and 
with the hope of effecting arrangements with them without resorting to legal 
proceedings, to recommend that a provision should be introduced into the 
new Act, allowing the alternative of granting Leases of Incroachments which 
may have been held as above mentioned, either for terms not exceeding three 
lives or 31 years, or, if the Incroachments are so locally situated as to make it

of importance that the parties should be removed, to give other Forest Lands 
in lieu thereof. 

Having thus shortly noticed the only material new provisions contained in 
the Act for consolidating and amending the former Laws relating to the 
general Management of the Land Estates of the Crown, we proceed, according 
to the terms required by that Act, to certify and report concerning the Leases, 
Sales, Exchanges, Purchases, and Grants made during the year preceding the 
5th of January last 



ENGLAND AND WALES, AND THE ISLANDS OF ALDERNEY AND 
MAN. 

There have been granted, within the period of this Report, two Leases of 
Lighthouses, and 25 Leases comprising 60 Houses, the particulars of which are 
contained in the annexed Schedule. Exclusively of the Lighthouses, the Annual 
Value of the Premises demised amounts to jfS,194 ; the clear Yearly Rents 
reserved by the Leases, to £2,661. 10. 0. ; and the Fines paid for the Leases, 
to £7fl66. 15. 10. The Annual Value of the same Premises, when the 
preceding Leases were granted, amounted to ^628 ; the Rents reserved by 
those Leases, to ifl21. 8. 4. (but reduced by allowances for Land Tax to 
£ ( J7- 2. 8.) ; and the Fines paid, to if483. 

In the Schedule No. 2. is a Statement of eight Leases, comprising as many 
Houses, with other Buildings, granted within the period of this Report, under 
the authority of the Act 53 Geo. 3. c. 121., “ for making a more convenient 
“ Communication from Mary-le-bone Park and the Northern Parts of the 
“ Metropolis to Charing Cross, & c.” The clear Yearly Rents reserved in those 
Leases (including the Rents in lieu of Land Tax) amount to if518. 12. 10. 



In the Schedule No. 3. (A.) is given an Account of 64 Conveyances of the 
Manors, Lands, and other Property belonging to the Crown, which have been 
sold since the date of our last Report, under the authority of the Act 
57th Geo. 3. c. 97*. 5th Geo. 4. c. 48., and 10th Geo. 4. c. 50., the Purchase 
Money for which amounted in the whole to if 117,606. 4. 0. The Yearly 
Value of such of those Estates as had been before in Lease amounted, 
according to the surveys made thereof when those Leases were granted, to 
^2,912. 7. 8. ; the Rents received for the same amounted to if 2,862. 13. 0. 
per annum ; and the Fines paid for the Leases to ifS80. 0. 3. 

The Sales which have been effected in the Island of Alderney are comprised 
in a separate Schedule, Appendix, No. 3. (B.) ; they produced within the year 
£2,007. 17. 4. 



The Schedule No. 4. contains the only Enfranchisement which took place 
of Copyhold Property last year, being some small premises held of the manor 
of Burwell in the county of Cambridge, the Quit Rent payable for which 
amounted to two shillings, and the price paid for the enfranchisement thereof, 
to £55. 15. 4.

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In the Schedule No. 5. is given a List of Fee-farm Rents in England and Sales of Fee-farm 
Wales, belonging to the Crown, sold by us in the course of last year, amounting, rte > Crown! lg,n8 l ° 
after deducting Land Tax, to £17 • 3. 1£., the Purchase Money for which Appendix, No. 5. 
amounted to ^4-7 i. 16. 10. ; and the Schedule No. 6. contains a List of those Fee-farm Rents 
belonging to William Henry White, formerly Deputy Receiver for the Crown, 

(seized into the hands of the Crown by an Inquisition dated 9th of December Appendix, No. 6. 

1815,) which were sold by us during the same period, amounting to 19s. 5l</., 

the Purchase Money for which amounted to £% 5 . 15. 8. This sum has been 

applied in diminution of the Balance due to the Crown by Mr. White, and has 

reduced that Balance to ^21,112. 13. Hi. ; against which there only remains 

to be placed the value of ^173. 6. 1J. per annum, arising from Fee-farm Rents 

not yet disposed of. 

Having "found it expedient to recommend an alteration of the terms on 
which Rents of this description should in future be disposed of, we proposed 
to the Lords of the Treasury, that in future Fee-farm and unimprovable Rents 
of the yearly amount of £ 5 and upwards should be sold for not less than 26 
years purchase ; those above £1 and under £ 5 , for not less than 28 years 
purchase ; and those under £ 1 , for not less than 30 years purchase ; and their 
Lordships having approved of our proposal, we are now in the course of 
addressing circular letters to all the Payers of such Rents, offering them the 
pre-emption of the rents they respectively pay, upon the terras above 
mentioned ; and such rents as shall not be disposed of within a time to be 
limited for each district, it is our intention to offer for Sale by public Auction.

In our two preceding Reports we adverted to an intended free Grant in 
Perpetuity, under the gracious sanction of His Majesty, on the recommendation 
of the Lords of the Treasury, to the Master, Brothers, and Sisters of the 
Hospital or Free Chapel of St Katherine, of two Plots of Ground on the 
East Side of the Regent’s Park ; one Plot in front of the Barracks between 
the two Roads, of the length of 333 feet, as a Site for the Church, School, 
and Buildings for the accommodation of the Brothers and Sisters ; and the 
other Plot of about Two Acres, within the Railing of the Park, as a Site for 
the Residence of the Master. 

A free Grant has accordingly been made of the Plot between the two Roads, 
and of One Acre of the Plot within the Railing of the Park, the particulars 
of which are given in the Appendix ; and a Sale has been made to the said 
Master, Brothers, and Sisters of the remaining Acre of the last-mentioned 
Plot, upon the terms also stated in the Appendix.

In our last Report we stated our proceedings for the establishment of the Derelict Lands at 
Title of the Crown to a number of small Houses which had been erected Hanmgs, andLand 
near the Town of Hastings, on Waste Land formerly part of the Sea-shore Appendix, No. 15. 
there, and mentioned that arrangements had been made with a great majority ^ and ^ 
of the Parties for allowing them to continue as Tenants to the Crown for a 
period of Seven Years, on such terms as, under the circumstances of their 
respective cases, seemed to us to be fair and reasonable, and that we supposed 
the Rents to be paid by them during that period would amount to about 
£ 1,500 . We now insert in the Appendix, Copies of Two Reports we lately 
transmitted to the Treasury on the subject of these Lands ; one dated the 
14th of April 1829, with a Plan of the Property ; and the other dated the 
Slst of December, stating the Particulars of the Agreements we had entered 
into with the whole of the Parties for holding their respective Premises for 
the said Term of Seven Years, from Michaelmas 1828. On reference to the 
latter of these Reports, it will be seen that the Property in question is of the 
estimated Annual Value of £3,01%, and that the net Rents to be paid by the 
parties during that period amount in all to ^1,408 per annum, at the 
expiration of wliich the Crown will come into full possession of the whole of 
that Property. 



THE NEW STREET. 

It was stated in our last Report, that we had purchased for the purposes 
of the Act 7th Geo. 4. c. 77., for extending to Charing Cross, the Strand, &c. 
the Provisions of “ The New Street Act,” the Freehold of 198 Houses and 
Buildings, and the Interests of Leaseholders and Occupiers in 842 Houses 
and that we had also acquired, by exchange. Six Freehold Houses. We have 
now to report, that during the year 1829 we have, for the like, purposes, 
purchased 259 Freehold Houses and Buildings, as detailed in Schedule No. J 6. Appendix, 
(A.) and the Interests of Leaseholders and Occupiers in 100 Houses, as detailed No * r6- ^ 

in Schedule No. 16. (B.) We have also acquired, by exchange, 27 Freehold Appendix, 
Houses, the particulars of which have been already referred to, as stated in No. 16. (B.) 
Schedule No. 12. Appendix, No. 12. 

In addition to the purchases and exchanges above mentioned, which have 
been completed, we have agreed for, but not completed, the Purchase of 16 
Freehold Houses, and the Leaseholders and Occupiers Interests in 51 Houses. 

We have also agreed for acquiring, by exchange, 24 Freehold Houses and 
One Leasehold House ; but as the Deeds of Conveyance or Assignment for 
the last-mentioned Purchases and Exchanges have not yet been executed, we 
have not inserted them in either of the annexed Schedules. 

To complete the Purchases authorized to be made for the purposes of the 
said Act, there remain to be settled the Freehold Interests of four parties in 
22 Houses, and Leaseholders or Occupiers Interests in 29 Houses. 

It was also stated in our last Report, that the whole expence of the 
Improvements then in progress, under the provisions of the above-mentioned 
Act, amounted, according to an Estimate which had been presented to 
Parliament in March 1829, to the sum of i£l, 147,313. 12. 9.; and that the 
available or expected sources to meet that Expenditure, as particularly detailed 
in that Report, amounted to ^852,111. 10. 3., leaving a deficiency of Funds 
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for completing the Improvements of 4^295,202. 2. G. ; that to provide for 
such deficiency, it appeared to be the best and readiest manner of expediting 
the completion of the Improvements, that we should be authorized to borrow, 
in addition to the sum of ^400,000 previously borrowed from the Exchequer 
Bill Loan Commissioners, (and forming part of the .=£'852,111. 10. 8. above 
mentioned,) on the security of the Crown Estates, a further sum, not exceeding 
j£S00,000, upon the like security, and that a Bill for authorizing such further 
Loan was about to be submitted to Parliament. 

ID Geo. 4. C. 61. That Bill having passed into a Law on the 24th of June last, we immediately 
issued advertisements, and addressed circular letters to various Public 
Establishments, giving notice of our intention to treat for a Loan or Loans to 
the extent of ^300,000 ; and the terras offered by the Equitable Assurance 
Company being the lowest, we agreed with them for a Loan of the whole sum,, 
at Interest at the rate of j£3. 10. per cent, per annum, subject to conditions 
for repayment of the Principal at the following periods ; viz.

j£30 per cent, at Midsummer 1 8S5. 
j£40 per cent, at Midsummer 1837- 

Appendix, According to the annexed Account,. Appendix No. 17. (A.), the whole sum 
No. 17. (A.) received for the purposes of these Improvements up to the 5th of January last 
amounted to 4^962, 548. 4. 11., and the payments made, to ^870,254. 14. 1. 
To provide the means of completing the Improvements according to the 
before-mentioned Estimate of March 1829, sales of Estates of the Crown, or of 
Fee-farm and unimprovable Rents have been made, or are now in progress, 
which will realize the amount of that Estimate, and which we have the 
satisfaction to believe will not be exceeded. We also subjoin, Appendix 
No. 17. (B.), an Account, in continuation of that annexed to our last Triennial 
Report, of Monies reimbursed by the parish of St. James towards payment 
of the suras advanced from time to time, to make good the deficiency in their 
parochial Rates during the progress of Regent-street, and by lessees in 
Regent-street for auditor’s fees upon the inrolment of their Leases; the 
same Account shews also the appropriation of those Monies.

The difference between the amount stated in this Account to have been 
remitted by the Collectors, and the amount stated in our General Account, 

Appendix No. 21. (A.), to have been received by us, is composed of the suras 
which were in transitu from the hands of the Collectors in the Country to 
the Bank of Ireland in Dublin, on the days on which the Account was 
made up. 

(A.), states the Amount of the Sums arisen, 
from the Land Revenues of the Crown in Ireland, and placed to the credit of 
the account of the “ Woods and Forests Fund ” in the books of the Bank of 
Ireland and Bank of England respectively, between the 5th January 1829 and 
5th January 1830, being the whole amount of the Sums received by us during 
that period, and distinguishing the Sums received in consideration of Sales, 
and in deposit, from the yearly accruing Rents or Income of this branch of the 
Land Revenue. The same Account also shews to what purpose those Sums 
have been appropriated. 



Although there was no special requisition contained in any former Act of General Receipt 
Parliament respecting the Land Revenues of the Crown, for including in the and Expenditure, 
periodical Reports to Parliament Accounts of the Annual Receipt and Ex- 
penditure, the two last Triennial Reports contained General Statements of such 
Income and Expenditure in each year, from 1S24> to 1829 ; but as the Act of 
last session expressly requires us to state in all subsequent Annual Reports the 
Income and Expenditure of the Monies which shall have arisen from the 
Possessions and Land Revenues of the Crown to which that Act relates, and 
of any other Monies placed under our management during the period com- 
prised in each Report, we think it will be right that, in addition to the 
General Account inserted in the Appendix No. 21. (A.), we should state 
certain particulars and details, with respect to some of the general heads of 
Receipt and Expenditure, which do not appear to have been heretofore 
explained in any of the Annual Finance Accounts, or other Parliamentary 
Proceedings. 

According to the annexed Account, the Balances of the different Accounts Appendix, 
standing in our Names, and in the hands of Receivers, Deputy Surveyors, and No. 21. (A.) 
Rangers, on the 5th of January 1829, amounted to ^60,814. 14. 5\. 

A Statement shewing the Details of those Balances is annexed to the Appendix, 
Account, Appendix, No. 21 . (B.) No.2l.(B.) 

The Amount arisen during the last Year from the Hereditary Rents, Duties, 

Payments, and Revenues in England, which by the Act of 1st Geo. 4. c. 1. 
are during the Life of His present Majesty directed to be carried to and 
make part of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom, and which 
include all Rents of Land and Houses, Fee-farm Rents, Profits of Mines, 

Manors, and Light Dues, Fines on the Renewal of Leases, Sales of old 
(163.) Materials, 
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Materials, Fees on Leases and Conveyances, and other miscellaneous Services, 
amounted to j£? 1 92,285. 11. 2i. 

The Receipts from Leasehold Rents will progressively increase as new Leases 
shall be let or expiring Leases be renewed, but the Fee-farm and unim- 
provable Rents being in progress of Sale, the annual receipt under that head 
will be diminished. As, however, the Monies arising from the Sale of those 
Rents become applicable to the redemption of Debts now charged upon the 
credit of the Land Revenues of the Crown, out of the present Income of 
which the Interest of such Debts is payable, the available Surplus arising 
from the whole Land Revenue will not be diminished by the Sales which 
shall take place, while the Leasehold Rents of that which is retained may be 
expected to increase. 

The Amount received for Fines is subject to fluctuations as Leases are 
about to fall in and renewals take place, but according to the average of 
former Years, the receipt for the last Year (jglOflOG. 15. 10.) will be 
maintained. 

The Amount arisen from the Land Revenue in Ireland for the last Year, as 
“ Yearly Income,” and exclusive of the produce on sale of Perpetual Rents 
or of Lands and Tenements, was ^62,293. 11.6. 

Of the Perpetual Rents, Lands, and Tenements in Ireland, Sales to a very 
considerable extent have already taken place, and farther and more extensive 
Sales will probably be effected when the new Rent Roll now in progress 
shall be perfected ; by such Sales the Yearly Income will be diminished, 
but this diminution will be compensated for by the application of the 
produce to the liquidation of Debt, as mentioned with respect to the Sales 
in England. 

The Rents, Tithes, and Harbour Dues, and Fines, in the Islands of 
Man and Alderney, lately placed under our management, have been 
i£2,2S4. 12. 5. 

We stated in our last Report, that it could not be for the advantage of the 
Crown that those properties should be retained, and that we should advise 
Sales thereof to be made whenever fair and reasonable prices could be 
obtained ; and it will be seen by the Appendix, No. 3. (B.) that this Opinion 
has been acted upon to a considerable extent with respect to property in 
Alderney. 

The three last-mentioned sums, being the Total Annual Income of the Land 
Revenue, amount to ^256,813. 15. 1J. 

The Income from the Royal Parks was ^3,838. 8. 1., which, though it bears 
but a small proportion to the Expence on account of them, is introduced as 
part of the gross Income for the sake of regularity of account, the outlay being 
stated on the other side. The net Income of the Forests and Woodlands, 
after deducting the large Expences incidental to them in their present state, 
amounted to ^4, 525. 6. 2. ; on one side of the Account the amount of these 
Expences is stated, and on the other the gross Income is brought into 
account, being ^40,324. 2. 7i. 
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The whole “Ordinary Income” of the Department for the last Year, 
including the Balances from 1828, amounted to ^361, 791* O- 

The ordinary Annual Expenditure chargeable upon this Revenue is classed 
in the annexed Account under 17 different heads, No. 1 to 17. 

Under No. 1. is stated the Amount of fixed Annual Payments and Allow- 
ances charged under the. head of “ Perpetual Pensions;” and as the particulars 
of these Payments do not appear in any former Report to Parliament, they 
are inserted in the Appendix, No. 22, together with other permanent Charges Appendix, No. 22. 
upon the Land Revenue of the like nature. 

The allowances (No. 2.) to the Receivers of the Land Revenue for the 
different Counties in England and Wales (London and Middlesex excepted) 
are according to a poundage upon their receipts, calculated at the rate of £ 4 > 
per Cent, in the cases of Receivers for the five largest Districts in England, 
and at £5 per Cent, for the receipt of the very numerous small Rents in 
Wales, and two districts in England, in each of which two districts the 
whole receipt does not much exceed £ 2,000 per Annum. 

In the case of the Receivers for London and Middlesex, the present 
Allowance was fixed, in the Year 1827, at an annual salary of €1,000, upon a 
rental then amounting to rather more than €80,000. In the course of the 
last year the rent collected in this district exceeded .€100,000, so that the 
annual saving effected upon the charge to which the collection of this 
revenue under the former system (the particulars of which were detailed in 
our last Report) has been still further increased. 

The Allowances to tenants of the Crown for repairs (No. 3.), and, in some 
instances, the remission of small portions of their rents, will necessarily be 
subject to fluctuation, and will probably not be diminished. 

The fixed Establishment and incidental Expences of the Office in London, 
including that of the Quit Rent Office in Dublin (No. 4.), are €'1,887- lG. 11. 
less than those for the preceding year, a saving having been made, under the 
head of salaries, by the abolition of certain offices in Ireland, and under that 
of Incidents, in the Expences of the Office Buildings, the Repairs of which 
had been considerable in the Year 1828. 

The Law Charges during the last year (No. 6.), include a very con- 
siderable expenditure in establishing the Title of the Crown to Land at 
Hastings, mentioned in a former part of this Report, and also for the pro- 
ceedings with regard to Derelict Lands in Lincolnshire, detailed in our last 
Report; together with the whole Charge on account of the Act to which ioGeo.4. c.50. 
we have already referred, for the consolidation of the Laws affecting our 
Department. 

The Payments to Architects and Surveyors (No. 70 considerably exceed the 
usual average Charge under this Head ; as they include a great portion of 
the half year’s Ground Rents for the letting of the Building Sites on Carlton 
House Terrace, (being the fixed allowance for letting the Ground, designing 
and superintending the Buildings, &c.,) and also an arrear of an unsettled 
Account for other Services. 

(163.) D The 
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The Sum charged under the head of Rates, Taxes, or Bounties in lieu 
thereof (No. 9.), is principally composed of Payments on account of Land 
Tax and Parochial Rates for Property in the occupation of the Crown, and 
which, being in the immediate possession of His Majesty, are not legally 
chargeable with such Rates ; but having been chargeable when in the occu- 
pation of private individuals, it was thought reasonable that compensation 
should be made to the different Parishes for the loss they would have sus- 
tained if the prerogative of the Crown to be exempted had been insisted 
upon. 

The Payments for the Redemption of Land Tax (No. 10.) are refunded 
by additional Rents equal to the Dividends of the Stock transferred for 
effecting the Redemption. 

The “Rents” (No. 11.) are for Houses acquired for the public service or 
for improvements, and for which the Yearly Rents payable under Leases 
existing at the time the Purchases were made are continued to be paid ’till 
such Leases shall have expired. 

The Expenditure for an Improvement upon the Crown Estate (No. 12.) is 
for raising the surface of Ground at Millbank, agreed to be let on a Building 
Lease, and for which Expenditure the intended Lessee has engaged to pay 
an additional Rent at the Rate of £ 5 per cent, upon the Sum laid out. 

There has been some Increase in the Account of Compensations upon the 
abolition of Office (No. IS.), by placing on that List the Officers belonging to 
the establishment of the Forfeiture Office in Ireland, now wholly discontinued; 
but there has been a corresponding Diminution in the Amount of Salaries ; and 
the former Clerk of the Forfeiture Office being dead, the Compensation as well 
as the Salary now ceases. 

The principal payments under the heads “ Miscellaneous” (No. 16.) consist 
of a payment of £1,915 for fencing Allotments in Exmoor Forest, (on the 
sale of which £50,122 had been realized, as stated in our Third and Fourth 
Triennial Reports,) and a payment of £577 for extinguishing an Annuity 
chargeable upon the Land Revenue in Ireland. 

The Ordinary Expenditure on account of some of the Parks (No. 17.) will, 
we have reason to believe, be considerably lessened in future years. After 
the present season, the Roads, Malls, and Pleasure Grounds in St. James’s 
and Hyde Parks, and in the Regent’s Park, will require only annual ordinary 
repairs ; and the expence of the King’s Private Road from London to Fulham 
will no longer appear in our Accounts, having, from January last, been given 
up to the Parishes through which it passes, to be by them kept in repair, as 
it had long since ceased to be useful for the purposes originally intended. 

The Annual Expenditure on account of the Forests will probably not be 
materially diminished for some years to come, as thinning and managing the 
Plantations will require the employment of many workmen ; but the Plantations 
made for the first five or six years after the system of improvement com- 
menced in 1809, begin now to make a Return adequate to the Expenditure 
incurred upon them. 
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The Parks can never be looked to as likely to yield aii Income equal to 
their Expences ; but if the same care which has been bestowed in forming and 
protecting Plantations in the Royal Forests during the last twenty years be 
continued in the further management, with that increased attention which 
the progress of the Plantations demand, they may be expected to become a 
source of gradually increasing Revenue. 

The “Extraordinary Receipts” for the last year have arisen entirely upon 
Sales of Estates, unimprovable Rents, and Enfranchisement of Copyholds, and 
have been applied in the purchase of Houses, Ground, and Buildings required 
for the Improvements in the Metropolis, sanctioned by Acts of Parliament, or 
of Property so situated with respect to Estates of the Crown as to render it 
of great value to be added to those Estates. 

Only two purchases of Property of the latter description were made in the 
last year ; one being that of the Estate of Holly Grove in Windsor Great 
Park, having a considerable Mansion, Garden, and Grounds entirely sur- 
rounded by that extensive Domain, and in the immediate neighbourhood of 
the Royal Lodge ; the other, of two old Houses in the Town of Reading, for 
the purpose of procuring an opening, out of one of the principal Streets there, 
to an Estate belonging to the Crown, which immediately adjoins, and the 
present Lease of that Estate being nearly expired, the value is expected to 
be greatly increased by our having acquired this new communication. 

The principal “ Extraordinary Expenditure ” on account of the Parks in 
the last year has been for the completion of the new Lodges, Gates, and 
Fences, and for Ground Works in improving the Herbage and Pleasure 
Grounds in St. James’s and Hyde Parks, and for various Works in Windsor 
Great Park. In the case of the Metropolitan Parks, all the extraordinary 
Works have been finished ; and there is nothing now in hand, or about to be 
undertaken, likely to lead to any considerable Expenditure. 

The Payments on account of the Repairs. Alterations, and Improvements 
of Buckingham Palace, pursuant to the Acts of 6th Geo. 4. c. 77* and 
10th Geo. 4. c. 50., up to the 5th of January last, amounted to .§£435,922. 7 . 6 . 
The Amount authorized by the last-mentioned Act to be applied on account 
of such Works is .§£496,000 ; so that the Sum which on the 5th of January 
last remained applicable to the Works in question was .§£60, 077* 12. 10. 

The sum stated to have been advanced to “ The Commissioners of Public 
“ Records in Ireland,” on account of the expence of a new Rent Roll to be 
compiled from the original Records in their possession, (the necessity of which 
was fully stated in our last Report,) makes, with the sum of i£l,000 advanced 
in former years, a total of .€1,800 expended on this account. 

The sum of .§£42,000 paid to the Commissioners for the Loan of Exchequer 
Bills for Public Works, includes Payments amounting to .§£25,750 for Interest 
upon, and Instalments of 2£ per cent., amounting to £ 16,250, in part repay- 
ment of, .§£400,000 borrowed for the purposes of the Improvements in the 
neighbourhood of Charing Cross and the Strand. 

The sum of <§£120,740. 19. 5., arisen from the Sales of Crown Property, 
as herein-before mentioned, has been applied to the purposes of the same 
Improvements. 
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The details of the sum of 2,954. 1. 5f., being the Amount of the 
Balances in our hands, and in those of the Wardens, Receivers, and Deputy 
Appendix, Surveyors, at the end of the last year, are contained in the Appendix 
No. 21 . (C.) No. 21. (C.) 



Having thus as briefly as possible given such explanations of the various 
Schedules and Accounts inserted in the Appendix as seemed to be requisite, 
we do not deem it necessary in this our First Annual Report to enter into 
those detailed Statements concerning Improvements upon the Estates of the 
Crown, Investigations of Titles, Plans of Management, or other special 
Matters which it has been customary to notice in the Triennial Reports. The 
transactions to which such details relate are generally of such a nature as to 
involve much negotiation and protracted correspondence, so that it would 
seldom happen that the results could be given, within the periods to which our 
Reports are now limited, in such a shape as would be satisfactory. We 
therefore propose that instead of reporting annually concerning such trans- 
actions, we shall, once in every three years, as heretofore, present a more 
Special Report, comprising all such matters and things not adverted to in the 
Reports for the two preceding years, as may have occurred within that period, 
and as shall seem proper and necessary to he set forth concerning the Revenues 
and Property under our management.

LETTER to TREASURY proposing new Scale of Prices for the Fee-fami Rents 
to be in future disposed of by the Commissioners of Woods, &c. in England and 
Wales, and the Islands of Alderney and Man. 

My Lords, Office of Woods, 19th February 1830. 

Y^7E beg leave to bring under your Lordships attention the present state of the Fee-farm 

Rents belonging to the Crown still remaining unsold, and to request your Lordships 
instructions in regard to the disposal thereof. 

26G.3. c.87. s. 12. By the Act passed in the year 1786, for the appointment of Commissioners to inquire 
into the state of the Land Revenue of the Crown, they were empowered to dispose of Fee- 
farm Rents, and other dry and unimprovable Rents belonging to the Crown, at the best 
prices they could obtain for the same ; 

Not being less for Rents above 10s. than 24 years purchase of the net amount thereof, 
after deducting Land Tax ; 

For Rents from os. to 10s., not less than 22 years purchase of the gross amount of the 
Rent; 

For Rents from Is. to 5s., not less than 20 years purchase of the gross amount ; 

For Rents below Is., no limit was prescribed. 

Under the powers given to the Commissioners of Land Revenue by that Act, extensive 
Sales were made of these Rents, and the produce invested, as directed by the Act, in die 
purchase of Three per Cent. Consolidated Annuities. 

34 G.3. c.75. s. 1 1. By the Act passed in the year 1794, for die better management and improvement of the 
Land Revenues of the Crown, the Surveyor General was authorized in like manner to 
dispose of those Rents at die best prices he could obtain for the same, not being less than 
the prices referred to in the Act above mentioned for the appointment of die Commissioners 
of Land Revenue ; and in a Report he laid before your Lordships Board on die 24th of 
October in that year, he submitted for consideration, diat die prices should be regulated by 
die price of the Three per Cent. Consols, and that such price should be required for the 
Rents as would on the date of the Sale purchase so much of that Stock as would produce 
a dividend of at least one tenth more than die amount of the Rents sold ; a principle 
somewhat similar to that afterwards adopted in die case of Transfers of Stock for the 
Redemption of Land Tax. If however such a regulation had been strictly carried into 
effect, especially during the period of the late War, when the Funds were much depressed, 
die prices would have been reduced below the Rates fixed as the minimum prices by die Act 
of 1786 before referred to. The plan of die Surveyor General was however adopted in so 
far as was practicable, and large Sales were made by him ; the particulars of which are 
detailed in the four triennial Reports laid by him before Parliament, between the period of 
his appointment in the year 1794, and the time of his death in the year 1809. 

50G.3. c. 65. By the Act passed in die year 1810 for die appointment of this Board, similar powers 

of Sale were granted to ns, and we continued to dispose of the Rents as applications were 
made to us for that purpose : but having ascertained that the expence of inrolment of the 
Deeds of Conveyance formed a great obstacle to the Sale of the small Rents, amounting 
indeed, in some cases, to more tiian the price required for die Rents themselves, we thought 

5 G. 4. c. 48. s. 6. it proper, with the view of removing that difficulty, to introduce into a Bill brought before 
Parliament by direction of your Lordships Board in the year 1824, for the repayment of a 
loan from the Royal Exchange Assurance Company for the purposes of the New Street, 
a clause by which the inrolment of all the Deeds of Conveyance of those Rents was directed 
to be dispensed with, in cases where die purchase money did not exceed £ 100 ; and on the 
passing of that Act, we caused advertisements to be issued, stating that the Rents in fiiture 
would be conveyed to the purchasers free of expence ; and also directed circular letters to be 
written to a great proportion of the persons by whom die Rents were payable, making offers 
thereof to them at the under-mentioned prices; viz. 

26 J years purchase for Rents, the net amount of which (after deducting Land Tax) 
did not amount to ^1 ; 

28 years purchase for Rents from ^1 to £b, after deducting Land Tax; and 

30 years purchase for Rents, die net amount of which extended to mid upwards. 

In consequence of which we disposed of a great number of the Rents of die 1st Class, and 
a considerable number of those of the 2d Class ; but of the 3d Class few comparatively were 
sold, the price being generally thought too high ; and as we are, on consideration, inclined 
to concur in that opinion, and being on the other hand of opinion that the price of the 
1st Class might with great propriety be raised, considering die advantage the parties must 
derive from having their property relieved, without any ex pence whatever, beyond the mere 

purchase 
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purchase money, from a charge thereon of so troublesome a description, we beg leave to App., No. 7. (A.) 

submit the following amended scale of prices for your Lordships consideration ; viz. 

30 years purchase for all Rents, the net amount of which does not exceed £1 ; 

28 years purchase for Rents from ^1 to £5, after deducting Land Tax; 
and 26 years purchase for all Rents, the net amount of which, after deducting Land 
Tax, exceeds £a ; 

the same to be conveyed to the purchasers free from any charge or expence whatever. 

On these terms, we beg leave to propose the Rents should be offered for Sale in the first 
place to the parties by whom they are payable, and in the event of the offers not being 
accepted within a reasonable time, that they should be sold by Auction in such Lots as may 
be judged advisable, and at prices not below the above Scale; unless with the special 
approbation of your Lordships, to be signified to us in writing for that purpose ; and if 
your Lordships shall be pleased to approve thereof, we beg leave to recommend that a 
General Warrant (similar to that granted by your Lordships on the 19th of August last for 
the Sale of Crown Rents in Ireland) may be issued to us by your Lordships in the manner 
pointed out by the Act 10 Geo. 4. c. 50. s. 60., for enabling us to dispose, either by private 
Contract or by public Auction, as may be judged most advisable, of all the Fee-farm and 
other fixed and unimprovable Crown Rents in England and Wales, still remaining unsold, 
at prices not below the Rates above specified.

LETTER to TREASURY requesting Payment of Bill due to Mr. Miller, Solicitor, 
for Business in relation to the Derelict Lands at Hastings. 



Mv Lords, Office of Woods, &c. 14th April 1829. 

WE heg leave to transmit to your Lordships herewith, Copy of Letter we lately received 
from Mr. Green, our Solicitor, inclosing two bills, which were sometime since trans- 
mitted to him by Mr. Miller of Bedford Row, Solicitor; one amounting to £43. 18. 4., in 
respect of Business done in the investigation of a Claim which he had been advised to 
institute on behalf of the Crown to certain Lands at Rye ; and the other for £27. 8. 0., 
for his Professional Assistance in establishing the Title of the Crown to a considerable 
Tract of Derelict Land near Hastings, which has within these few years been taken 
possession of by a number of persons, who have erected a great many Houses and other 
Buildings thereon, without any authority from your Lordships, or from this Department, 
for so doing; or paying any Rent to the Crown for the Ground, in acknowledgment of 
the Crown’s Title thereto. 

The last-mentioned Lands adjoin to the Town of Hastings under the western CliSs, 
and occupy a space of nearly a quarter of a mile in length and 500 yards in width ; which, 
from its situation and appearance, was, without doubt, formerly part of the Sea Shore, upon 
which the Sea in its ordinary tides used to flow and reflow. The Cliff immediately under 
which it is situated bearing evident marks of having formed the ancient Barrier against 
the Sea, and of having been in former times overflowed by the daily and ordinary tides ; 
but that by the accumulation of the shingles, the Sea has gradually receded, leaving the 
Ground in question waste, and for very many years totally unproductive. 

The great Increase, however, which has taken place in the population of the Town of 
Hastings within these twenty years, having created a great demand for Building Ground 
in the Neighbourhood of the Town, the Land was gradually encroached upon by the 
erection of Buildings thereon, some under Leases, or with the permission of Lord Chi- 
chester, who claimed the whole of the Ground as Owner or Lord of the Rape or Hundred 
of Hastings, under a Grant thereof in the reign of James the First, and others with the 
sanction of die Corporation of Hastings, who claimed diat part of the Land whicli lies 
within the Liberty of the Town, under a Grant made to the Corporation, in the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth ; and small Rents or Acknowledgments were paid to his Lordship, and 
to the Corporation, by several of the parties by whom the Buildings were erected. 

Having some years since received information, that by neidier of these Grants was the 
Ground in question conveyed either to Lord Chichester or to the Corporation of Hastings, 
but that the whole would be found to belong to the Crown, we laid a case in the year 
1826 before the Law Officers, for their opinion as to the most eligible mode of proceeding 
for the establishment of the title of the Crown thereto ; and under their advice an Inqui- 
sition was taken at Battle on the 6th of December 1827, when the Ground in question, 
consisting of two parcels, one marked (A.) on the annexed Plan, containing 7a. 1r. 10p., 
and the other marked (B.), containing 1a. Or. 39p., was found and declared to have been 
in former times covered with the Sea, and to be waste Land, not within the bounds of any 
Manor or Manors, and unoccupied until within 60 years; within which period many 
Buildings have been erected thereon without any Licence, Lease, or Grant of any descrip- 
tion from the Crown ; and that, therefore, the Inquest had caused the same to be seized 
into the hands of His Majesty.

satisfactory termination, but as Mr. Miller’s Bills are certified to us by Mr. Green to be 

fair and reasonable, and further, that he afforded him great assistance in collecting 
Evidence in support of His Majesty’s title to the Property at Hastings, and in making 
the necessary arrangements for holding the Inquisition, we beg leave to recommend, that 
we may be authorized to pay the same, amounting together to tire sum of £7\. 6. 4.

REPORT from Commissioners of Woods, &c., to Lords Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasury, of the Agreements for Leases entered into with the Tenants of 
the Derelict Lands at Hastings in the County of Sussex, and requesting a Warrant 
for the same. 

My Lords, Office of Woods, &c. 31st December 1829. 

JN our Report to your Lordships, dated the 14th of April last, on the application then 
made by Mr. Miller of Bedford Row, Solicitor, for payment of his Bill for his professional 
assistance in establishing the tide of the Crown to a considerable tract of Derelict Land 
at Hastings, lying under the western Cliff, near the Lands called the Priory, on which a 
number of Houses had been erected by various persons without any authority for that 
purpose, we stated the particulars attending the discovery of the property in question, and 
the steps we had taken for establishing the title of the Crown thereto; since that time* we 
have caused an accurate survey to be made of the whole of the property by Messrs. Driver, 
our Surveyors for that District, when we directed them not merely to certify the present 
state and value of the whole of the Houses and oilier Buildings erected on the Land, and 
tlie names of the holders of them, but also to state the circumstances under which they 
came into their possession, whether as the original occupiers of the Land on which they 
afterwards erected Buildings, or ns the purchasers of the Buildings from the parties who 
originally built them, and what sums they paid for the same, in order that we might judge 
whnt terms it would be equitable to grant them, on their relinquishing entirely the premises 
they respectively held, or on their taking Leases thereof for such periods as it might be 
judged advisable to grant of the property. 

When that survey was completed, we directed Mr. Driver to proceed to Hastings, and 
with the assistance of Mr. Crawley, one of the partners of Mr. Green, our Solicitor, to 
endeavour to make agreements with the whole of the parties, and in particular with 
Messrs. Breeds of Hastings, who held a very large proportion of the property', for Leases 
of the Premises respectively held by them, for the term of seven years, from Christmas 
1828; with instructions to enquire minutely into the circumstances attending each par- 
ticular case, and to apportion the Rent accordingly ; it being specially stipulated that at 
the end of the proposed term the parties should deliver up the whole of the Premises in 
good tenantable repair, without having any claim whatever for compensation for any sums 
they might have previously laid out in the improvement of the property.

“ January preceding the date of each Report ; and to state for what Terms or 
“ Estates such Leases have been granted, the annual Value of the Property

1.; and the Fines 
paid by the Lessees, to £11,904. 15. The annual Value of the same Premises, 
upon the granting of the former Leases, amounted to <£437. 8. 8. ; the Rents 
reserved, to £215. 6. (but reduced by allowances for Land Tax to <£206. 6.) ; 
and the Fines, to £257. 8. 10. The Premises comprised in the Two other 
Leases had not been before in lease; and, as the annual Value of all Mining 
Property is necessarily fluctuating and uncertain, we have reserved in the Lease 
of the Estate in Flintshire a yearly Rent of £l. and a further Rent or Duty of 
one-tenth part of the Value of the Minerals. The annual Value of that part of 
the Property at Hastings which is comprised in the before-mentioned Lease is 
.-£090 ; and the clear yearly Rent of £“300 is reserved by the Lease, in con- 
formity with the Agreement entered into by us with the Lessee as before men- 
tioned. The other portions of the Estate at Hastings continue to be held under 
Agreements for Leases, at Rents amounting together to <£1,108, as detailed in 
our said last Report. 



In the Schedule No. 2. are contained the particulars of Sixteen Leases granted 
during the year 1830, under the provisions of the Act of 53 Geo. 3. c. 121. for 
making a more convenient Communication from Mary-le-bone Park and the 
Northern Parts of the Metropolis to Charing Cross, &c. The Houses, &c. 
comprised in these Leases are Nineteen in number, and the clear yearly Rents 
reserved for the same (including the Rents in lieu of redeemed Land Tax) 
amount to £l,6ll. 7- As the Property comprised in these Leases forms part 
of Regent-street, and is erected on Ground the arrangement of which was 
entirely altered for the purposes of that improvement, there is no Survey or 
other Document in our Office shewing the estimated annual Value of the same 
ground at any former period. 



In the Schedule No. 3. is given an account of Forty-two Conveyances of 
Manors, Lands, and other Property belonging to the Crown, which have been 
sold, within the Period of this Report, under the authority of the Acts 57 Geo. 3. 
c.97. and 10 Geo. 4. c.50., the Purchase Monies for which amounted to 
<£41,855. 14. 6. The yearly value of such of those Estates as had 
been before in lease amounted, according to the Surveys made upon the 
granting of the former Leases, to <£1,858. 0. 5. ; the Rents reserved for the 
same, to <£706. 14. 54. per annum ; and the Fines paid for the Leases, to 
<£373. 17. 8. 

In this Schedule are stated the particulars of Sale to His Grace the Duke of 
Wellington of the Fee of Apsley House, and Offices, and Garden, at Hyde 
Park Corner, Piccadilly, which (except a small portion of the Garden recently 
taken from Hyde Park) was held by His Grace under a Lease from the Crown 
for a term expiring at Michaelmas 1870, subject to the yearly Rent of <£l63. 1. 6. 
until the 3d of May 1834, and to the yearly rent of £'314. 16. thence- 
forth until the end of the Lease; and which, under the very special circumstances 
fully detailed in our Correspondence with the Treasury, His Grace, and his 
Agents, inserted in the Appendix, No. 4. (A.) to this Report, has been vested 
in fee in a Trustee for His Grace and his Heirs, subject to the Conditions in the 
Conveyance (Appendix, No. 4. (B.), on payment to the Crown by His Grace 
of the Sum of £9,532.

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The Schedule No. 5. contains an account of Copyhold or Customary Enfranchisementof 
Premises which have been enfranchised by us under the powers of the Act A ^ 5 
10 Geo. 4. c. 50. The Quit Rents payable for these amounted in the whole to 
£3. 11. 4. per annum, and the Purchase Monies obtained for the same to 
^•4,661. 



In the Schedule No. 6. is given a List of Fee-farm and other un- Fee-farm Ueuts. 
improvable Rents in England and Wales, belonging to the Crown, sold Appendix, No - e - 
within the Period of this Report, amounting, after deducting Land Tax, 
to £66. 14. 4^, ; the Purchase Monies for which amount together to 
£1,795. 14. 

Of the Fee-farm Rents belonging to William Henry White, formerly Fee-farm Rent 
Deputy Receiver for the Crown, whose Effects, as we have stated in our 10 

former Reports, were seized into the hands of the Crown by an Inquisition white, 
dated 9th December 1815, one only (a Rent of Four-pence) was sold during the Appendix, No. 7. 
same period. The Purchase Money obtained for this Rent was Ten Shillings, 
and the particulars of the Property upon which it is chargeable is stated in 
Schedule No. 7- 



The Schedule No. 8. contains an Account of Monies arisen from Sales of Sales in the Royal 
small Parcels of Land in the Royal Forests, amounting to £1,1*20. 9. 6., and A ^dix^o 8 
which, having been carried to the Account of “The Woods and Forests 
Fund,” at the Bank of England, have been applied as Annual Income to the 
general Expences of the Forests. 



There have been no Licences granted in the last year for erecting Steam Purchase of Fuel 
Engines, or forming small Branches of Railways, in Dean Forest; but the A , 9 

Schedule No. 9. contains an Account of the extinction of a Claim to Eight 
Loads of Fuel Wood out of the New Forest, making, with what had been 
bought up or otherwise abolished, as stated in our former Reports, 816 Loads, 
and leaving still 5*23 Loads to be annually supplied. 



The Schedule No. 10. contains a Statement of Land Tax charged on Estates LnndTux redeemed, 
belonging to the Crown, of which the Redemption has been effected, and of Appendix, No. 1 0. 
the £3 per cent. Bank Annuities transferred to the Commissioners for the 
Reduction of the National Debt as the consideration for such Redemption. 

The result of these, and of our former Statements to His Majesty and Parlia- 
ment, will show that, up to the 5th January last, the total amount of Land 
Tax redeemed was ^5,796.

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The Schedule No. II. comprises the particulars of Exchanges of Estates, 
and of the Sums paid or received for equalizing such Exchanges. 



The Schedule No. 12. contains a List of Acts of Parliament for the Inclosure 
of Commons and Waste Lands, and for other purposes, in which His Majesty’s 
Interests were concerned, which have been passed during the period of this 
Report. 



The Schedule No. 13. comprises the Purchase of an Estate, called Ald- 
borough Hatch, situated on the borders of Hainault Forest, in the County of 
Essex. The Purchase was agreed for in 1822, for the Purpose of facilitating 
the Division and Inclosure of that Forest, — a Measure then depending, but 
which ultimately failed in its progress through Parliament. 



In our Sixth Report we stated, that, for the purposes of the Improvements 
authorized by the Act of 7 Geo. 4. c. 77- there were required to be pur- 
chased 515 Houses and Buildings at and near Charing Cross, in St. Martin’s 
Lane, the Strand, and Streets adjacent thereto, Twenty-one Houses and 
Buildings in Downing Street and Fludyer Street, and Ten Houses and 
Buildings in and near King Street, St. James’s ; making together 51-6 Houses 
and Buildings. We have now to state, that, during the progress of these 
improvements, it has been found expedient to purchase Six other Houses, viz. 
two in Southampton Street and four in Bedford Street, making a total of 552 
Houses and Buildings. 

In the Schedules annexed to our Sixth and Seventh Reports we have given 
the details of the Purchases of 457 Freehold Houses, and the particulars of 
Exchanges by which we had acquired Thirty-three Freehold Houses. We 
now annex a Schedule, No. 14., of Purchases of Twenty-six Freehold Houses; 
and in the before-mentioned Schedule, No. 11., are given the particulars of 
Twenty-three Freehold and Four Leasehold Houses acquired by Exchange ; 
so that of Freehold Houses there only remain to be purchased Thirteen, which 
are situated in Downing Street, and are the property of the Dean and Chapter 
of Westminster. 



We also annex a Schedule, No. 15., of Purchases of Leaseholders and 
Occupiers Interests in Thirty-six Houses. Of the remaining Interests of this 
description, the greatest part have been agreed for, though some of the 
Purchases remain to be completed. 

In the course of last year we conveyed to His Majesty’s Commissioners for 
building New Churches a Plot of Ground on the east side of Burleigh Street, 
proposed as a Site for a Chapel of Ease to the Parish of St. Martin-in-the- 
Fields ; but on the destruction of the English Opera House by Fire, it having 
been contemplated to make an exchange of Property with the Marquis of 
Exeter, to enable us to open a Street from the Strand to Charles Street, Covent 
Garden, (for which Purpose a Bill is now before Parliament,) his Lordship 
stipulated, that we should repossess ourselves of the ground in question on the 
6 east 
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east side of Burleigh Street, and, in the event of the said Bill passing into a law, 
convey the same to his Lordship, with other Property, in exchange for ground 
required for the new Street. And as there was a Plot of Ground on the west 
side of Burleigh Street, which the Commissioners for building New Churches 
were willing to purchase as a site for a Chapel in lieu of the ground on the east 
side of Burleigh Street, a reconveyance of the last-mentioned grouud is about 
to be made to the Crown. 

We have further to report, that in letting the several Plots designed for 
Building Sites in the line of these Improvements, they were offered to com- 
petition by Public Tenders ; that we adopted, as the reserved Prices, the 
Estimates made by Mr. Nash previously to the passing of the Act under which 
the Improvements have been executed, and that the Prices obtained, taken in 
the average, have proved the correctness of those Estimates. 

In our Sixth Report we stated, that, according to an Account and Estimate 
laid before your Honourable House on the 19th March 1829, the whole 
estimated Expence of the Improvements then in progress under the Charing 
Cross Act (7 Geo. 4. c. 770 was ^1,1 47,318. 12. 9. By the Accounts in 
the Appendix No. 16. (A.) it will be seen that the whole Expenditure, up to Appendix, 
the 5th of January last, amounted to i£l ,036,775. 15. 11. ; and, as far as we No ‘ lf, ‘ ^ 
are at present able to judge of the probable Expence remaining to be incurred, 
we believe that the before-mentioned Estimate will not be exceeded. 



IRELAND. 

The Appendix No. 17. contains a Schedule of all perpetual unimprovable 
Rents, payable to the Crown in Ireland, which have been sold by us between 
the 31st December 1829 and the 5th January 1831, and specifies the Dates of 
the Conveyances, the Names of the Purchasers, the Amount of the Consider- 
ation Monies, and other particulars of the respective Sales, by which it will 
appear that the amount of the Rents sold during that period was ^331. 18. 3f. 
per annum, and that the amount of the Consideration Monies received for the 
same was ^8,633. 3. 9. 

The Appendix No. 18. contains a Schedule of all Lands, Tenements, and Lnmls ami Premises 
other Hereditaments (perpetual unimprovable Rents only excepted), parcels of Appendix, No 18 
the Possessions of the Crown in Ireland, which have been sold by us during 
the same period, by which it will appear that the amount of the Consideration 
Monies received for the same was ^12,396. 2. 

The Appendix No. 19- contains an Abstract of the Accounts of the Col- Yearly Income, 
lectors of the Rents payable to the Crown in Ireland for the Year ended . [he collection. 
5th January 1831, as certified to us by the Clerk of the Quit Rents, before Appendix, No. 19. 
whom those Accounts are passed : in this Abstract are stated the Amount of 
the Rents put in charge, the Amount collected, and the Amount outstanding, 
with other particulars explanatory of the state of the Collection. 

The Total Amount of the Sums received by us between the 5th January 
1830 and 5th January 1831, on account of the Land Revenues of the Crown 
in Ireland, is stated in our General Account of Receipt and Expenditure 
(74. ) during 
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during the same period (Appendix, No. 20. A.), in which Account the Sums 
received in consideration of Sales, and in Deposit, are distinguished from the 
yearly accruing Rents or Income of this branch of the Land Revenue. 



General Receipt According to the annexed Account (Appendix, No. 20. A.) it will be seen 
and Expenditure, that the Balances of the Accounts in our Names, and in the hands of the 
(a'.^B.) * No " 20 ' Receivers of the Land Revenue, Deputy Surveyors of the Forests, Wardens, 
Rangers, and others, who are accountable to our Department and to that of 
the Auditor of the Land Revenue, amounted, on the 3th Day of January 
1880, to j£ 72,954. 11. 54.; that the produce of the Leasehold and Fee-farm 
Rents, Fines on granting new Leases, Profits of Manors, Mines, Lighthouse 
Dues, Sales of old Materials, and other casual Revenues, amounted to 
^250,167. 3. 5f., which is 6,646. 11. 7 4- less than the Income arising from 
the corresponding sources of Revenue in the preceding year. This, however, 
has not been caused by any permanent diminution of that annual Revenue, 
notwithstanding the considerable Sales that have taken place, as the amount of 
the yearly Rental for 1880 exceeds that for 1829; but in the last-mentioned 
year, the recovery of a considerable arrear of Lighthouse Dues, and of Rents 
of Houses in Regent Street, the Leases of which had been previously agreed 
for, but not completed, made the total Sum .actually collected in that year 
exceed that collected in 1830 by the amount above stated. 

The Produce of the Forests and Woodlands of the Crown in the last year 
was ^35,528. 5. 74*. which is also less by ,#4,795. 16. Ilf. than the Produce 
of the preceding year, in which there were unusually large falls of Timber 
and Wood in Salcey Forest and in the New Forest, in clearing land for new 
Plantations. 

In the Income from the Royal Parks there has been an increase of about 
#200 over that of the preceding Year, and which has chiefly arisen from the 
improved state of the herbage in the Green and Hyde Parks. 

As the Extraordinary Receipts arise wholly from Sales of Houses, Lands, 
Manors, or Quit Rents, Enfranchisement of Copyholds, or on Exchanges, the 
amount in each year necessarily fluctuates according to the extent to which 
those measures are adopted. The Sum so raised in the last year was 
#78,988. 15., which has been partly applied for the purpose of the Improve- 
ments at Charing Cross and in the Strand (authorized by the Act of 7 Geo. 4. 
c. 77.), and partly for equality of Exchanges, and in the Discharge of Incum- 
brances (under the authority of the Acts of Parliament) upon the Possessions 
and Land Revenues of the Crown. 

The “ Ordinary Expenditure,” classed in the usual manner, is, in the 
aggregate, about #1,500 below that for the preceding year ; but, being larger 
under some of the heads, and less under others, it will be proper to explain 
the causes of any material differences that exist. 

Under the head of “ Allowances to Crown Tenants for Repairs or Improve- 
ments executed by them,” and in part repaid, there is an increase, which arises 
chiefly from a payment made in the last year to the Tenants of the Sunk Island 
Estate, in the County of York, towards the expense of an Embankment from 
the Sea, for reclaiming an additional tract of Land, a great part of which is 

now 
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now in cultivation, aud has added very considerably to the future value of this 
Estate, the renewal of the Lease of which is now under consideration. 

The increase in the Sum paid for “ Expenses of the Establishment” arises 
from certain payments made in 1830 for Salaries belonging to the year 1829, 
but which were not applied for till after our Accounts for that year had been 
closed. 

The “ Payments to the Auditors and Acting Auditors” in 1830 are about 
if 1,660 less than those made under the same head of Service in the year 1829, 
our Disbursements in the latter instance having comprised an arrear of Fees 
not strictly chargeable to that period. 

The “ Payments to Architects, Surveyors, &c.” in 1829 also included 
considerable outstanding Charges of previous years; there is therefore a 
diminution in the corresponding Charge for the last year, that for 1829 having 
amounted to <£8,195. 6., while that for 1830 amounts to £'3,837. 3. 5. 

The Sums expended in 1830 for “ Improvements upon the Crown Estates 
in London” are chiefly for that portion of the Works at Carlton House 
Terrace which were chargeable to the Crown as the owner of the Property, 
for the benefit of which those Works were executed. 

The Sum described in the Accounts as “ Bounties in aid of Public Works 
connected with the Crown Estates” is composed of .£1,383. 6. 8., part of 
£2,000 agreed to be contributed on the part of the Crown towards the Costs 
and Charges of rebuilding the Church at Hampton, in Middlesex, and £100 
towards repairing the Church at Stanton, in the County of Gloucester ; the 
amount of the Contributions in both cases having been ascertained with 
reference to the Extent and Value of the Crown Property in the respective 
Parishes. 

The c ‘ Compensations upon the Abolition of Office” paid in 1830 include 
an arrear of those due for 1829, and there has been an increase of £80 per 
annum, being the Allowance granted to the Solicitor for King’s Rents in 
Ireland, which Office was stated in our Sixth Triennial Report to be an un- 
necessary appendage to this Department, and attended with useless expense to 
the Public ; but, in consequence of difficulties in the final examination and 
settlement of the Accounts of that Officer, the abolition of the Office, and 
the Compensation consequent thereupon, were not decided upon till the last 
year. 

In the Royal Parks there is an increase of Charge in the present year over 
that of 1829 of about £2,000, principally caused by placing on the Funds of 
this Department the expense of lighting St. James’s Park, and which Charge 
for the two preceding years is included in the present Account. 

In the Forests and Woodlands of the Crown, the ordinary Charges for last 
year, as compared with those for 1829, have diminished about £3,000. 

In our last Report we stated, that the “ Extraordinary Expenditure ” on 
account of the Royal Parks, which in that and for several preceding years had 
been very considerable, would in future be greatly diminished, as the Improve- 
ments and Works on account of which that Expenditure had been incurred 
(74.) C were

were nearly completed, and there were then no other Works of the like 
description proposed to be undertaken. Under this head the Charge for 1830 
is .^13,042. 7. 1., that under the like head for 1829 having amounted to 
sfS4,770. 6. 2. 

The Sum paid on account of Works at Buckingham Palace (*£60,274. 16. 7.), 
with the Payments previously made, amount in the whole to •£496,000, to 
which Sum the Charges for that Building payable out of the Laud Revenues 
of the Crown were limited by the Act of 10 Geo. 4. c. 50. s. 113. 

The payment of *£35,850 for Interest upon and part Principal of Monies 
raised for the Strand Improvements includes *£10,000 repaid to the Exchequer 
Bill Loan Commissioners, in part of *£400,000 borrowed of them for the pur- 
poses of those Improvements, making, with former repayments, *€26,250, and 
leaving due to those Commissioners £313,750 : besides which, there is a Sum 
of .*£300,000 borrowed of the Equitable Insurance Company, upon which 
last-mentioned Loan an Instalment of *£30 per cent, will be payable at Mid- 
summer 1833. 

The Sum of *£7,656. 5. invested in the Purchase of £8,333. 6. 8. £3 per 
cent. Bank Annuities, to produce an annual Sum of £950 for the endowment 
of a Church at Newborough, in the County of Northampton, is in pursuance of 
an arrangement, the particulars of which are fully detailed in our Fifth 
Triennial Report. 

There being no Fund for the Repairs of Three Churches which have been 
recently erected in the extensive and populous extra-parochial District of Dean 
Forest, and the Crown having contributed to the Expence of erecting those 
Churches, having valuable and improving Property in the District, and being 
likely to be called upon to contribute to the Repairs when they should become 
necessary, it was determined, upon Communication with the Bishop of the 
Diocese and with some of the resident Clergymen, to invest in Bank Annuities 
such a Sum as would yield an income ot' £30 per annum, the accumulation of 
which will, it is reckoned, form a Fund adequate to the Charge of keeping up 
those Churches. 

In part discharge of .*£250,000 advanced by the Commissioners for French 
Claims in aid of the Funds of this Department in the years 1825 and 1826, we 
repaid in the last year £ 75,000 , leaving due .*€175,000, and chargeable upon 
the growing Produce of the Possessions and Land Revenues of the Crown, as 
the Works towards the Expenses of which the Loan in question was applied 
were chargeable upon the annual Income, and could not be defrayed out of 
Monies arising from Sales.

Report to the Treasury on an Application, on behalf of the Duke of Wellington, to 
purchase the Crown’s Freehold Interest in Apsley House, &c. 

My Lords, Office of Woods, &c. 24th July 1829. 

WE have received the annexed Letter, of the 13th of March last, from John Parkinson 
Esq., stating “ that he is desired by His Grace the Duke of Wellington to apply to 
“ this Board for leave to purchase the Freehold of the House and Ground at Hyde Park 
u Corner, called Apsley House, of which His Grace is the present Crown Lessee; that His 
“ Grace having it in contemplation to lay out a considerable sum of money upon the Pro- 
“ perty, intends that it should be settled to go with the Title, and be purchased by the 
“ Trustees under his Acts of Parliament; that the Trustees cannot, under those Acts, 
“ purchase Leaseholds, and upon that ground he makes the present application ; that if the 
“ Trustees acquire the Freehold, His Grace is quite ready to give up to diem his beneficial 
« interest in the Lease and Mr. Parkinson states, with reference to a Survey which we 
caused to be made some time since, and to which we shall hereafter advert, “ diat if His 
“ Grace’s proposal to purchase be entertained, Mr. Parkinson, on His Grace’s behalf, will 

“ be ready to concur in any plan that may be thought right for ascertaining the value ; 

u but he submits that, as the Duke is Crown Lessee of the Premises for so long a term, the 

“ Valuers ought not to take into consideration the money expended by the Duke, but take 
“ it in its original state.” 

On reference to the Documents in our Office concerning this Property, we find that his 
late Majesty King George the Third, by Letters Patent under the Exchequer Seal, dated 
3d May 1784, demised to Henry Earl Bathurst a piece of Ground, with die Capital Messuage 
or Mansion, Court-yards and Offices thereto belonging, situate within and near to the 
soudi-east corner of Hyde Park, in the County of Middlesex, and abutting south on 
Piccadilly, containing from east to west towards Piccadilly about 73 feet, from south to 
north on the west side thereof about 1 15 feet 6 inches, from west to east at the nordi end 
about 77 feet 5 inches, and being irregular in form towards the east, to hold to die said 
Henry Earl Badiurst, his Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, (on surrender of the 
several Leases of the Premises,) for a term of 50 years from the date of the said Letters 
Patent, at several yearly rents, amounting together to <s£?74, which term of 50 years will 
expire on the 3d of May 1834. 

We also find that his said late Majesty, by Indenture of Lease under the Exchequer 
Seal, dated 28th July 1800, demised to Henry Earl Badiurst die Premises comprised in 
the before-cited Letters Patent, and all that piece of Ground used ns a Stable Yard, widi 
the Coach-houses, Stables, and other Buildings thereon, situate on die north side of 
Piccadilly aforesaid, abutting westward on die said Messuage or Mansion House, containing 
in front towards Piccadilly about 24 feet 3 inches, and in breadth at the north end about 
16 feet 1 inch, and from south to north, on the east side thereof, about 117 feet 5 inches, 
and being irregular in form towards the west ; and all that odier piece of Ground, being 
part of and near the entrance to Hyde Park from Piccadilly aforesaid, adjoining to the west 
and north fronts of the said Messuage or Mansion, and bounded on the north and west by 
other parts of the said Park, extending northward on the east side thereof about 117 feet 
9 inches, and thence westward and southward, in a curved line to Piccadilly, about 306 feet, 
and containing in front, towards Piccadilly aforesaid, about 16 feet 8 inches ; which said 
Ground was then inclosed from the residue of the said Park, anti used as an ornamental 
Garden to the said Messuage or Mansion ; to hold to the said Henry Earl Bathurst, his 
Executors, Administrators, and Assigns; viz. the firstly-mentioned Ground, Messuage or 
Mansion, and Premises, for 160 days and 36 years, from the 3d of May 1834, at the yearly 
rent of j£225 14s. 6 d . ; the secondly-mentioned Ground, Coach-houses, Stables, Buildings, 
and Premises, for 121 days and 63 years, from the 11th day of June 1807, at the yearly 
rent of ^44 15s. Gd . ; and the lastly'-mentioned Ground for 72 years, from die 10th day of 
October 1798, at the yearly rent of =£'44 6s. And we find that the Premises comprised in 
the said Letters Patent anil Indenture of Lease respectively are now vested in the Duke of 
Wellington for the residue of the respective terms aforesaid ; the last of which will expire on 
the 10th day of October 1870. 

In December 1827 we received die annexed Letter, dated die 3d of that month, from 
Benjamin Wyatt, Esq., stating it to be His Grace’s wish to make extensive improvements 
in the Premises ; but that His Grace, feeling that die tenure upon which he then held the 
Premises was too short to warrant so heavy an expenditure, he wished to be informed, 
whether he could have any and what extension of his present term, before he engaged in the 
undertaking. 

On 
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On receipt of this application from Mr. Wyatt, we instructed our architects to make a Apjfc, No. 4. (A.) 

Survey, Valuation, and Plan of the Premises, with a view to a new Lease diereof being 

granted to His Grace, upon terms founded on the then present value of the Premises, as 
soon as the period should arrive, when by the then existing Acts of Parliament a further 
Lease could be granted. 

We annex hereto a Copy of the Report of Survey and Valuation, and Plan of the 
Premises, made by our Architects ; in which Report they state, that as certain improvements, 
by the formation of a new Dining-room and Bed rooms over it, a new Corridor, &c., had 
been but recently effected at considerable cost, the Architects thought it woidd not be 
reasonable, in setting a rent upon the Property, to found their Estimate on the then present 
state of it so improved, but according to the accommodations it previously afforded ; that, 
under this view, they were of opinion that d 1,170 per annum would be a fair reversionary 
rent for die further term of 1 years, to make up the generally limited term of 61 years ; 
that their Estimate of the Value, taking diose recent improvements into account, would be 
.d 1,350 per annum ; that, with reference to the considerable expenditure contemplated by 
His Grace in the furdier improvements pointed out by Mr. Wyatt’s said Letter, which 
would not only materially increase the value of the Crown’s reversion, but assimilate with 
the public improvements then in progress at Hyde Park Corner, the Architects thought it 
reasonable to secure to His Grace a reversionary term of 371 years, to make up 80 years, at 
the before-mentioned esdmated annual rent of 1,170. There having been recently 
inclosed from the Park, and added to the Front Court and Shrubbery of diese Premises, 
about 580 square yards of Land, the Architects estimate die same to be worth d'50 per 
annum, making the estimated Rental of die Premises d 1 ,220 per annum for 37-t- years 
beyond the expirndon of the subsisting Leases, and ,i£ J l,400 per annum from the end of die 
said 37J- years. 

The successive Rents which die Crown would probably derive from diese Premises- for 
nearly a century to come having thus been ascertained, we find the Value of those Rents in 
present money, computed by the 4a. per cent. Compound Interest Tables, to be about 
.v£ l 0,500, which, it appears to us, would be a fair price for the Crown’s freehold interest 
therein. 

We should not, under ordinary circumstances, deem it advisable to recommend die sale 
of this Mansion, which forms part of the very valuable House Property belonging to the 
Crown in Piccadilly and Hamilton-place, abutting upon Hyde Park; but if, in consideration 
of the claims of His Grace to have his wishes acceded to, and the declared intention of 
connecting the Property with His Grace’s tide and family, your Lordships should think lit 
to authorize the sale, we are of opinion it would be proper to sdpulate that such sale should 
be effected only upon condition diat die Premises should never be appropriated to any other 
use or purpose than as a Mansion for the private residence of His Grace’s family, or some 
other family of distinction ; dint the style and character of the Building should not be 
changed, and that no new Buildings should be erected upon die Ground now used as 
Garden or Shrubberies, without the previous consent of your Lordships’ Board ; and that 
if at any time it should be desired, on the part of the owner of the Property, to dispose of 
die same, the pre-empdon should be offered to your Lordships’ Board, at a price to be 
ascertained by Valuers mutually named on the part of the seller and purchaser, or an 
Umpire, if necessary. 

On account of the contiguity of the Premises to Hyde Park, we beg leave to submit to 
your Lordships the propriety of His Majesty’s pleasure being taken as to the disposal of 
the same by sale, upon die conditions before mentioned* previously to that measure being 
determined upon.

I am desired by the Duke of Wellington to apply to the Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, for leave to purchase the Freehold of the House 
and Ground at Hyde Park Corner, called Apsley House. His Grace has at present a 
Lease of this Property, which will expire on the 10th of October 1870, that is, 41 years 
from die 10th of October next, at die yearly tent of if 270. 

His Grace, having it in contemplation to lay out a considerable sum of money upon this 
Property, intends that it should be setded to go with die Tide, and purchased by the 
Trustees under his Acts of Parliament. 

Upon referring to those Acts, I find die Trustees cannot purchase Leaseholds, and tills is 
the ground on which I make die application. The Duke’s own beneficial interest in the 
Lease he is quite ready to give up to the Trustees, if diey get the Freehold. 

I believe you had this Property surveyed in January 1 828, previously to the Duke’s 
commencing his improvements. 

If the Commissioners entertain the proposal to purchase, I should imagine die Architects 
who viewed die Premises in January 1828 would be able to estimate, at once, what die 
Freehold is worth, subject to die Duke’s existing interest; but if die Commissioners consent 
to sell, I shall be ready to concur with you in any plan that may be thought right for 
ascertaining its real value. 

As the Duke is Lessee for so long a term, I should say that die Valuers ought not to 
take into consideration the money the Duke is now expending, but take it in its original 
state.

Architects’ Reports of Survey and Valuation, with Plan. 

IN obedience to an Order from the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and 
Land Revenues, we have surveyed die Parcels of Ground, with die Mansion and Offices 
standing thereon, formerly called Apsley House, and now the Residence of the Duke of 
Wellington, situate on the nordi side of Piccadilly, next to Hyde Park Corner, abutting 
west on the said Park, and northward on the new Garden inclosed therefrom. 

This Mansion, which, it appears, was erected about 56 years ago, is Three square stories 
high above the ground, with Garrets in the roof; and the Basement Offices, besides 
occupying all the body of die House, extend under the western part of the Front Court ; 
also, a narrow area and some very shallow arched vaults extend still further southward 
under the public footway. Beneath die remainder of the said Court, on its east side, is an 
eight-stalls Stable, connecting with the other Carriage and Stable Offices, which comprise 
another Stable of six stalls, over which, and over the Gateway into the Stable Court, are 
five small rooms, covered by a lead flat, used for the Grooms’ Sleeping -rooms. The said 
Stable Court, the pavement of which inclines rapidly northward, is shdtered on the west 
side by a shed roof, and at the north end of it, formed out of part of the cube of the lower 
stories of the House, is a Coach-house, with space sufficient for four full-bodied Carriages, 
and a Harness-room, over which are two Bed-rooms for coachmen ; also, there is a Hay-doft 
over these. 

A private communication from die Back Stan's to die said Offices is likewise obtained 
next thereto. 

The Ground floor of die House contains an Entrance Hall on the south, paved with 
Pordand Stone (upon the umbel's), with a Valet’s Room and Closet on the east side of it ; 
beyond which is the principal Staircase, affording ascent to the First Floor only, but a 
secondary Staircase communicates from the basement to the top of the House, die steps to 
both being of stone, and the plan of both oval ; and to the north is the Duke’s Moming- 
room, looking over the Shrubbery into Hyde Park : next in communicarion eastward from 
this room, and projecting beyond the main line of the north Front, are, a small octagon 
Anti-room, with a Badi and Water-closet attached, and a Bed-room : the west Front is 
taken up by two apartments ; that next to die south being die longest, and called the China 
Room, is fitted up with glazed cases, and is the depository of services of gold and silver plate; 
and that next to the nordi is designated as the Secretary’s Room. 

The principal or Drawing-room Story contains four rooms, called the Piccadilly Drawing- 
room, die Red Drawing-room," the Blue Room, and the New Drawing-room ; none of 
which are particularly spacious, and two only of diem are immediately accessible from the 
principal Stair’s Landing; these rooms have wainscot floors ; also, approached from the 
room last mentioned, and across an intervening private Staircase, which communicates widi 
14 the 
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the basement and with the said private way to the Stable Court, is a new Dining-room of App., No. 4. (A.) 

good proportions and handsomely finished, and to which there is another approach from the 

South or Piccadilly Drawing room, by a new Corridor, carried upon cast-iron girders, 
thrown across the west side of the Stable Court. 

The Two-pair Story contains (in their original form) besides a Book Room to the south, 
four Bed-chamhers and three Anti-rooms or Dressing-rooms, a Lobby and Water-closet ; 
and at a higher level, over the new Dining-room, is a Bed-room to the South, having a 
recess fitted up with a Bath, inclosed by a cabinet furniture front, and another larger Bed- 
room to the north, called “ Lord Charles’s Room.” These rooms, with the Back Stairs 
and Lobby, and a Water-closet, were formed by the Duke at the same time with the new 
Dining-room. 

There are seven Garrets, lighted partly from the interior and partly in the slopes of the 
roof. 

The Front Court to this residence is inclosed from the street by a screen wall and two 
pairs of close gates ; it has acquired a small addition on its west side, upon making some 
alterations in setting out the lines of connection with the new Park Entrance and Screen ; 
and the Private Garden or Shrubbery to the north has also been increased both on its west 
and north sides, as shown by the annexed Plan. Plan, No. I. 

The Premises (excepting the said accessions of Ground) are held on lease from the 
Crown, for a term of which -12J- years will remain unexpired at Lady Day next, O. S. 

Agreeably to the instructions we have received, with the view of granting an extension of 
Lease to include all the Premises now enjoyed, we have considered Mr. B. Wyatt’s Letter, 
expressing the Duke’s wish to make extensive improvements in the House, and to face all 
the fronts with Bath Stone, in lieu of the present facings of brick-work ; but deeming the 
present tenure in the Premises too short to warrant so heavy an expenditure, it is consequently 
His Grace’s desire to ascertain, beforehand, whether the existing term can be extended, and 
for what number of years ; and in reporting accordingly, we have to premise, dint as the 
improvements, by die formation of die new Dining-room and Bed-rooms over it, die 
Corridor, &c. have been but lately effected at considerable cost, we think it would not be 
reasonable, in setting a rent for diis Property, to found our Estimate upon the present state 
of it, so improved, but according to the accommodations it previously afforded ; under which 
view we are of opinion, that j£'l, 170 per annum is a consistent reversionary rent for the 
further term of 1 8i years, to make up the generally limited term of 6 1 years, from the 5di 
of April next ; whereas our Estimate of the Value, taking the recent improvements before 
noticed into account, would be ^1,350 per annum; and having regard to the considerable 
expenditure contemplated by His Grace in the further improvements Mr. Wyatt’s said 
Letter points to, which will not only materially increase the value of die Crown’s reversion, 
but will also associate widi and add much to the embellishments now in progress at Hyde 
Park Corner, we think it further reasonable to assure to His Grace a reversionary term of 
37-fc years, to make up, with the 4-2i years in being, the full term of 80 years, at die before- 
mentioned estimated rent of ^1,170 per annum. 

The Lessee should covenant to keep the Premises insured against loss by fire in the sum 
of £ 14,000 at the least.

My Lords, Office of Woods, &c. 2d February 1830. 

IN our report to your Lordships, under date the 24th of July last, on the subject of the 
Applications which had been made on behalf of His Grace the Duke of Wellington to be 
allowed to purchase the freehold interest in the House and Ground at Hyde Park Corner, 
Piccadilly, of which His Grace is the present occupier and lessee of the Crown, we stated to 
your Lordships the grounds upon which it appeared to us that ^10,500 would be a fair 
price for the Crown’s freehold interest in the Premises, in case your Lordships, on consider- 
ation of the claims of His Grace to have his wishes in this respect acceded to, and the declared 
intention of connecting the Property with His Grace’s Title and Family, should think fit 
to advise His Majesty to assent to the sale, subject to the conditions and stipulations 
mentioned in our said Report ; but which, under ordinary circumstances, we should 
not have recommended, on account of this Mansion forming part of the very valuable 
House Property belonging to the Crown in Piccadilly and Hamilton-place, abutting upon 
Hyde Park. 

Since the date of our said Report we have received from Mr. Parkinson, His Grace’s 
Solicitor, the annexed Letter, dated 23d of November last ; together with Copies of Letters 
from His Grace, and from his Arcliitect Mr. B. Wyatt, (of which Copies are also an- 
nexed,) who had been consulted on the subject of die before-mentioned Demand and 
Estimates. 

In Mr.Wyatt’s Letter, he urges, as aground for reducing to ,=£’'7,708. 10. the price to be 
required for the Freehold, the very defective state in wluch he found the timbers and brick- 
work of the Building during the progress of the repairs and improvements which, under His 
Grace’s direction, had been recently effected on the Premises. Of these defects, he states 
that there was no visible sign previously to those repairs and improvements being commenced ; 
but that, in consequence of their being discovered, a great extent of heavy work, of a very ex- 
pensive description, which had not been previously contemplated, was found to be indispensably 
necessary for the security of the Building, and by which an extra expense of ^10,000 at least 
had been incurred. 

We caused a copy of Mr. Wyatt’s Letter to be sent to our Architects, with directions to 
confer with Mr. Wyatt on the subject, and report to us whether, upon the grounds stated by 
Mr. Wyatt or otherwise, they saw any reason for reducing the amount of the Estimate made 
by them of the annual Value of the Premises, upon which the price asked for the Freehold 
had been computed ; and if they should be of opinion diat any reduction ought to be made, 
to state the amount thereof, and the reasons which induced them to come to that conclusion, 
with any observations which might seem to them proper to be made for our consideration with 
reference to the case. 

We annex hereto a Copy of our Architects’ Report, dated 11th December 1829, wherein 
they state, that the Covenants in the Crown Leases of this Property appear to throw entirely 
upon the Lessee the onus of well and sufficiently repairing, upholding, &c. the Premises, or, 
in other words, of rectifying and reinstating all specific defects, decays, and wants of repair 
which might from time to time take place during the (building) term ; and that the Lessee is 
thereby further expressly bound to deliver up the Premises to the Crown in good repair at 
the expiration of the Lease : that, in the present case, the discovery of the stated defects had 
been made, and an immediate repair had become necessary, both for safety and for main- 
taining the interests of the possessor, at a time when the House had not been built more than 
57 years, and the Ground Lease had upwards of 42 years to run : that if the premises were in 
the defective and perilous state described by Mr. Wyatt, reinstatements, almost equal to a 
rebuilding, would become necessary long before the lapse of the remaining unexpired term of 
the present Leases, at the end of which the Crown would become entitled to the repossession 
of the Property in a renovated state, instead of being liable to make the great allowance for 
repairs upon a reletting as mentioned by Mr. Wyatt : that, under these circumstances, the 
Architects submit, that it would be inexpedient to admit the reasonableness of the allowances 
on this account, calculated for by Mr. Wyatt, and particularly as at the expiration of the 
present leases the Building would not have been erected more than 99 years : that alter 
having conferred widi Mr. Wyatt, and attentively reviewed the subject, they do not see 
cause for making any alteration in their Estimate of the Rental of the Premises. 

In our Architects’ Report, of which a Copy was transmitted to your Lordships with our 
said Report of the 24th of July last, it is stated, that there had been j-ecently inclosed from 
Hyde Park, and added to the Front Court and Shrubbery of His Grace’s Premises, about 
580 square yards of Ground, which the Architects estimated to be worth a rent of ^ 50 per 
annum. This rent, for the term unexpired of the subsisting Leases, formed part of the 
Rental upon which the said sum of <£?10,500 was computed. On reconsideration of this part 
of the subject, however, it appears to us, that His Grace cannot reasonably be charged with 
any rent for diis piece of Ground during the term of the subsisting Leases, inasmuch as the 
annexing of the same to His Grace’s Premises was deemed expedient in consequence of the 
improvements recently effected by His Majesty’s Government at that entrance to Hyde Park, 
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and not by reason of any application on the part of His Grace to become possessed of it; App., No. 4. (A.) 

and by which measure His Grace was put to considerable expense in inclosing it in an orna- 

mental manner, so as to accord with the new Entrance to the Park. Therefore, after 
deducting from the said Sum of ^10,500 an equivalent for the value of the said sum of £b0 
per annum, during the remainder of the present Lease, there will remain the sum of ^9, 532 
as the computed value of the Crown’s freehold interest in these Premises. 

The substance of the Architects’ said Report, and the proposed allowance in respect of die 
said annual sum of .^'50, have been communicated to His Grace’s Agent, who has informed 
us in reply, that His Grace is satisfied therewith, and is willing to pay the said sum of 
1 9,532 for the purchase of the said Premises, (including the said 580 square yards of Ground 
recently inclosed from die Park,) discharged from the said subsisting Leases, and the respec- 
tive Rents payable to the Crown by virtue thereof, but subject to the condidons and 
stipulations aforesaid. 

If therefore your Lordships shall be pleased to advise His Majesty to assent to the sale of 
this Property to His Grace, and His Majesty shall be graciously pleased to assent diereto, 
subject to the conditions and stipulations referred to in our said Report of the 24th of July 
1829, it will be requisite that we should be furnished with your Lordships’ Warrant autho- 
rizing us to convey the Premises to His Grace, his Heirs and Assigns, or to whom he or diey 
shall nominate, his, her, or their Heirs and Assigns, subject to the conditions and stipulations 
aforesaid, in considerauon of the payment of the said sum of .£9,532 into the Bank of England, 
to the account of the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, 
being “ The Woods and Forests Fund. ”

Mr. Benjamin Wyatt’s Letter. 

Dear Sir, Foley Place, 18th November 1829. 

IN consequence of the reference made to me upon the subject of the proposed Purchase 
by the Duke of Wellington of the Freehold of the House and Premises now held on Lease 
by His Grace at Hyde Park Corner, I beg to state, that I have carefully considered that 
subject, with reference to the Document which you put into my hands, and as connected 
with all die circumstances of the case, and I have now to submit to you my opinion on the 
same. 

When the Duke of Wellington engaged in the alterations and addirions now in progress 
at Apley House, it was upon a clear understanding that, in return for the heavy expense 
which would be incurred in the proposed great improvement of the Premises, His Grace 
should have an extension of his Lease from the Crown, from the year 1870 to die year 1908, 
(making a clear term of 80 years from the period of such agreement,) without any increase 
of rent beyond diat which the House and Premises were dien estimated to be worth, as diey 
stood previously to the commencement of the late improvements ; and as die small portion of 
Ground, on the west side of the Building, which has been added to the former Garden of 
Apsley House, had been annexed to that Garden previously to the agreement above men- » 
tioned, and was manifestly indispensable to the practicability of die proposed improvement of 
(74.) ' K die 
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Apj>., No. -I. (A.) the Premises, which formed the basis of that agreement, that Ground, according to my view, 

is fairly to be considered as included in the arrangement then made as to the renewal of the 

Lease, namely, that it should be renewed without any increase of rent to the Duke. 

It was upon die faith of diis arrangement that His Grace commenced the improvements 
which have since been made, and are still in progress; and consequently it would appear 
that he ought not now to be subjected to an additional rent for that Ground, the limits of 
which (it may also he remarked) are scarcely, if at all, beyond those of that part of the 
former Garden which is now actually covered by the new Building. 

With respect to the estimated value of the House and Premises generally, 1 beg to 
observe, that when ±-"1,170 a year was adopted ns the estimated annual Rent, on which die 
Duke was to have the privilege of an extension of his Lease from the Year 1870 to the 
year 1908, it was undoubtedly assumed, that the House was built in a substantial manner, 
and would require from ume to time, during the period of the Duke's Lease, no other 
repairs than those incident to ordinary wear and tear ; but upon stripping certain portions 
of die Budding, in preparation for the partial alterations of die original Ediiice, and for 
connecting the intended new Building widi dial Edifice, it was discovered by degrees 
that the House had originally been constructed in a most extraordinary and unac- 
countable manner, and that it was, almost throughout, in a state of serious dilapidation 
and decay. 

In the first place, the walls were very generally composed of an extremely soft and 
inferior kind of brick, and very loosely and ill built within ; besides which, many of the floors 
were rotten, and the girders, or principal timbers of some of them, in such a state of decay, 
as to have lost very nearly the whole of their bearing on the wall, thereby rendering the 
floors which they supported dungerous, and liable (perhaps suddenly and without notice) to 
give way ; whilst the walls generally, upon the level of die ground floor, as well as some of 
those on the level of the principal floor, were built upon timbers about six inches thick, 
extending over the whole thickness of the walls, with the exception merely of the external 
four inches and a half of brick casing, which timbers were, for the most part, nearly reduced 
to dust, excepting where they contained hard knots, thereby leaving these walls, as it were, 
baseless, anti literally without any thing to support diem but the hard knots of die timber 
and die external casing of half a brick thick ; and in the very heart of the main wall which 
separates die Nordi Rooms from the Staircases, as well as in several other principal walls, nt 
different heights from the floors, were the decayed remains of a very large quantity of 
timber, which, contrary to all sound principles of building, had been introduced in die 
original construction of the House, and by the introduction of which, together with the bail 
brick-work, the state of diese walls had become positively insecure. 

I inclose a Drawing (No. 1.) which will explain what I have stated with respect to the 
position of the timbers on which the walls of the ground floor generally, and some of those 
on the principal floor, were built ; and I also inclose a Drawing (No. 2.) which is descriptive 
of the timber that was found in die heart of the wall which separates the North Rooms from 
die Staircases. 

I have preserved specimens of these timbers, which can at any time be produced in 
support of what I now state ; and there are several competent and respectable persons who 
have been employed in the House duripg die whole of the late works, who can bear 
testimony, if required, to the extraordinary manner in which this building was originally 
constructed, and to the perilous state of dilapidation and decay into which it had in 
consequence fallen. 

No outward or visible signs of diese defects were discoverable whilst the finishings remained 
in dieir places, and consequently they could not have entered into any calculation on which 
the estimated Rent of j£l,l 70 was founded. 

The result of this state of die Building lias been, that instead of the recent works within 
the old House being confined to the partial alterations which were at first in contemplation, 
as connected with the principle objects of the new Wings, a prodigious extent of heavy work, of 
a very expensive description, which had not previously entered into the imagination of any 
one, has been found to be indispensably necessary for the security of the House ; and I have 
no hesitation in declaring my conviction that the i - emoval and reinstatement of large floors, 
the cutting out of rotten timber from the walls, the introduction of stone, bricks, shite, and 
iron wedges, as under-pinning to those walls, the removal and reinstatement of various 
defective parts of the walls themselves, and die internal finishings connected with those 
operations, together widi the immense extra quantity of scaffolding and shoring which have 
arisen out of the defective and extraordinary state of the original Building, and which were 
not contemplated, and could not by possibility have been foreseen by any one, will 
have amounted to an extra sum of not less than ^10,000 in the course of diese 
works

liable to the expense of repairs. Grant it: but such repairs ns those to which I allude 

(absolutely approximating the rebuilding of the House) do not come within the spirit, 
although they may be included in the letter, of the ordinary Covenants of a Lease. Had 
the Duke of Wellington (unacquainted with the real state of dilapidation and decay of his 
House) merely done those repairs which should have propped up, pro tempore , first one part 
and then another of the building, and by such means have acquitted himself as Lessee, and 
at the expiration of his Lease in 1870 relinquished the House, (which it would have been 
quite at his option to do,) there cannot be a doubt in my mind that the public must in that 
case have made a sacrifice of at least ns large a sum as 1 have mentioned, namely ^10,000, 
either as n direct outlay for a general substantial repair of the Premises, or as an abatement 
of rent, before another Tenant could have been found to take a new Lease of those Premises : 
and therefore if the Duke, under the accidental development of the extensive repairs which 
the House required, and under the liabilities attaching to the subsisting Lease, defrays, 
at the present time, the heavy expense of those repairs, he is at least fairly entitled, 
in any arrangement now to be made for purchasing the fee-simple of these Premises, 
to a reduction equal, in present money, to the amount which must have been expended 
by the Public (and which, I contend, could not have been less than j£'10,000 in one shape or 
other) for repairs, had His Grace relinquished the Premises at the expiration of his Lease in 
1870. 

The same considerations, in my opinion, must hold good against any increase of 
estimated rent beyond the sum of .sf 1,170 for that period, involved in the purchase of 
the perpetuity which follows the supposed expiration of the extended Lease in the year 
1908. 



If I am right in the foregoing principles, the difference between my ideas upon this 
subject and those set forth in the Document which has been referred to me, would be as 
follows: viz. £ s. d.

The Duke of Wellington's Letter. 

Dear Sir, 

I have received your Letter, and the Inclosure from Mr. Wyatt. 



The Woods and Forests promised me a renewal of a Lease at the expiration of the term 
ending in 1870. They calculated the value of the Premises, as they stood previous to my 
improvements, in concert with my Architect, Mr. Wyatt, and they valued them at a certain 
sum, £1 , 170 per annum. At this time I was to have my Lease renewed for 38 years. 



It appears now, that the Board of Woods and Forests, as well as Mr. Wyatt, were 
mistaken in the value affixed to die House. It was a House out of repair, instead of one in 
(74.) thorough 
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App., No. 4. (A.) thorough repair, as it was supposed to be. They ought not to have valued it, therefore, at 
the rent, from the year 1870, which has been fixed upon it. 

I admit, however, that the Woods and Forests have a right to hold me to that valuation 
if they think proper. I am bound by it, for I was a purty to it by means of my Arcliitect; but 
I think they ought not to do so in fairness. I think likewise that they have no right to 
charge me for the Garden till the year 1908. 

If they should determine, however, to bind me by the erroneous calculation of the value 
of the Premises previous to the improvement, and to the rent for the Garden before the 
year 1908, I cannot help myself. But I wish them to consider this view of the case, and 
to allow Mr. Wyatt and their Arcliitect to fix a fair value upon the House for a renewal 
in 1870, now that its state previous to repair is thoroughly known. This will lead to a fair 
calculation for the purchase of the foe-simple.

Architects’ further Report. 

IN obedience to the Board’s Order of the 1st inst. we have conferred with Mr. Benjamin 
Wyatt on the representation made by his Letter to Mr. Parkinson of the 18th ult., as to 
the decayed state in which he found some of the walls and timbers of Apsley House, upon 
laying them open when making the recent additions to and alterations in the original 
Building; upon which interview Mr. Wyatt’s observations were altogether to the same 
effect. 

It is somewhat remarkable that, in such a case, no internal or external appearances about 
die structure should have invited a more than usual examination, by either party, with regard 
to its stability, or have exhibited to the eye evidences, in any part, of that state of decay which 
Mr. Wyatt describes his having since found to be so formidable ; yet it is nevertheless true 
diat timbers, inserted in thick walls, become, in frequent instances, prematurely decayed, 
partly from die want of air or from the worm, while the brick-work about them having 
become set and bonded, the foilures which might otherwise happen are arrested. 

The placing of chain, umbel's, plates, &c. in the midtile or at the footings of walls was a 
more indiscriminate practice some years past dian at present. 

The Covenant, however, in the Ground Lease of this Property, to which we beg leave to 
refer, appears to throw entirely upon the Lessee the onus of well and sufficiently repairing, 
upholding, maintaining, scouring, cleansing, draining, and keeping, or, in other words, of 
rectifying and reinstating all specific defects, decays, and wants of repair which may from 
dme to dme take place during die (building) term ; and the Lessee is diereby further ex- 
pressly bound to deliver up the Premises to the Crown in good repair, accordingly, at its 
expiration. 

In the present case the discovery of the stated defects is made at a dme when the House, 
as we find by the Documents, has not been, built longer than 57 years, and the said Ground 
Lease has upwards of 42 years to run ; and, according to die Report of die Lessee’s 
Arcliitect, ut a time when an immediate repair has become absolutely needful for safety, 
and for maintaining the interests of die possessor. 

If the Premises are admitted to be in the defective and perilous state Mr. Wyatt describes, 
it is evident that reinstatements almost tantamount to a rebuilding would, at an early period, 
and long before the lapse of the 42 years still in being, become inevitable, and that the Crown 
would, at that expiration, become endded to the repossession of the Property in a renovated 
state, instead of being subject to so great a liability in making allowance for repairs upon a 
reletting as is mentioned by Mr. Wyatt. 

Under these circumstances, we respectfully submit to the Board, whether it would not be 
a dangerous precedent for die Crown to admit the reasonableness of die allowances which, 
on this account, are calculated for by Mr. Wyatt, and particularly as, at the expiration of 
the subsisting Ground Lease, diat part of the Premises in question (of the first class) will 
not have been erected more than 99 years, and at which period, resting upon the validity 
and efficacy of die upholding Covenants, a sum very far less than ^ 10,000 ought to be 
required for putting uie same into a proper state for occupation thenceforward, and a pro- 
portion only of which could then be deemed applicable to the Crown, as Lessor, in any 
specific allowance in that respect.

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We beg to conclude by intimating, that after our conference with Mr. Wyatt above App., No. 4. (A.) 

mentioned, and an attentive review of die subject, we do not see cause for any alteration 

bearing upon our Estimate of die Rental in extending the Lease.

first part ; The Right Honourable William Lowther, commonly called Viscount Lowther, 
and William Dacres Adams and Henry Dawkins, Esquires, (the Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues,) of the second part; The Most Noble 
Arthur Duke of Wellington, Knight of die Most Noble Order of the Garter, of die third 
part; and John Parkinson of Lincoln's Inn Fields, in the county of Middlesex, Esquire, 
of the fourth part; Witnessed), That the said William Viscount Lowther, William Dacres 
Adams, and Henry Dawkins, as such Commissioners as aforesaid, on behalf of His 
Majesty, and under die authority of an Act passed in the Tenth Year of the reign of His 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the 
“ Management and Improvement of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Parks, and Chases, of 
“ the Land Revenue of the Crown within the survey of the Exchequer in England, and of 
“ the Lnnd Revenue of the Crown in Ireland ; and for extending certain Provisions relating 
«* to the same to the Isles of Man and Alderney,” in consideration of the Sum of Nine 
thousand five hundred and thirty-two Pounds of lawful Money of Great Britain and Ireland 
by the said Arthur Duke of Wellington paid into the Bank of England, to the account 
of the said Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, intituled 
“ The Woods and Forests Fund,” and In consideration of the Covenants hereinafter 
contained on the part of the said Arthur Duke of Wellington, do by these presents 
(by the direction and on the nomination of the said Arthur Duke of Wellington, testified 
by his executing these presents,) grant unto the said John Parkinson and his Heirs all 
that piece or parcel of Ground, with the capital Messuage or Mansion House, Court- yards 
and Offices erected and built and now standing and being thereon, situnte, lying, and being 
within and near to the south-east corner of Hyde Park, in the county of Middlesex, and 
abutting south on Piccadilly, in the same county, containing from east to west, towards 
Piccadilly aforesaid, seventy-three feet or thereabouts, from south to north, on the west side 
thereof, one hundred and fifteen feet and six inches or thereabouts, and from west to east, 
at the north end thereof, seventy-seven feet and five inches or thereabouts, and being irre- 
gular in form towards the east, and now in the tenure or occupation of the said Arthur 
Duke of Wellington, subject to certain Letters Patent of His late Majesty King George 
the Third, bearing date the Third clay of May one thousand seven hundred and eighty- 
four, under the Exchequer Seal, whereby his said late Majesty did demise the said piece or 
parcel of Ground, capital Messuage or Mansion House, Court-yards, Offices, and Premises, 
unto Henry Earl Bathurst, his Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, for the term of 
Fifty Years from the date of the said Letters Patent, at the several yearly rents therein

H AVING, in our Report dated the 19th of August last, certified and 
reported to your Lordships House concerning the several Matters 
required by the 125th Section of the before-mentioned Act, so far as they 
related to the Transactions which had taken place during the Year ended the 
5th January 1831, we have now to certify and report in like Manner con- 
cerning those for the succeeding Year, ended the 5th of January last.

There have been granted by us, between the 5th Day of January 1831 and Leases, 
the 5th Day of January last, Fifteen Leases of Houses and Building Ground 
in London and Westminster, Eleven Leases of Building Ground in Mary-le-bone 
Park, Two Leases of Houses at Eton, and One Lease of Lands at Northfleet, 
all of which had been before on Lease, the Particulars of which Leases are 
detailed in the annexed Schedule, No. 1.

The estimated annual Value of the whole of the above-mentioned Property, 
when the Leases were granted, amounted to €2,336. 14. 11.; the clear yearly 
Rents reserved for the same, to €2,333. 6. 9-, including certain Additions 
made to the Valuations on account of Land Tax redeemed on Part of the 
Property; and the Fines paid for the same, to €2,411. 5. 6. The annual 
Value of the same Premises, when the former Leases were granted, amounted 
to .€894.

The whole of these Purchases, with the Exception of the last-men- 
tioned Case of Mr. William Austen’s Estate, had been effected previous to the 
Enactment which requires that we should lay before the Legislature a State- 
ment of all Purchases made by these Departments ; but we have thought it 
might be convenient to comprise in the present Account the whole of the 
Purchases of Houses which have been so made by us since the recent Im- 
provements were undertaken at Windsor Castle.

50., and various Works being then unfinished, a Select Committee 
of the House of Commons was appointed to inquire into the State of those 
Works, and to report as to the best Mode of finishing the Building. 

The Report of that Committee, dated the 14th of October 1831, recom- 
mended “ that the Palace should be finished as a Royal Residence, and 
“ ultimately as a Palace for Purposes of State and Mr. Blore having pre- 
pared for the Committee Plans and Estimates, from which it appeared that 
the Alterations proposed could be completed at an Expence of £ 75 , 000 , 
exclusive of the Furniture, Fixtures, and Decorations, for which the Com- 
mittee were aware a considerable additional Expenditure would be necessary 
2 Will. 4. c. 3. to enable His Majesty to occupy Buckingham Palace, a Bill was submitted 
to and ultimately received the Sanction of the Legislature, for authorizing a 
further Charge upon the Land Revenue, for the Completion of the Works, 
to the Extent of ^78,500, the additional Sum of ^3,500 beyond the Amount 
of Mr. Blore’s Estimate being intended as a Provision for that Gentleman’s 
professional Charges. 

The First Commissioner of this Board having, by Desire of the Committee, 
laid before the King the Plans prepared by Mr. Blore, and His Majesty having 
been graciously pleased to approve thereof, the Lords of the Treasury, upon 
the Recommendation of the First Commissioner that Mr. Blore should be put 
into immediate Possession of the Building with a view to the Execution of 
those Plans, directed that Mr. Blore should be placed in charge of the Palace, 
and that Payments should be made for all Works already executed and not 
paid for by the Surveyor General of Works-; but that for all the Works to 
be carried on under the Superintendence and Direction of Mr. Blore, the 
Payments should be made through this Office, their Lordships holding him 
responsible for the due and proper Execution of those Works. Copies of 
their Lordships Letter and Minute, dated the 5th of November last, are con- 
Appendix, No. 20 . tained in Appendix, No. 20. (A.) and No. 20. (B.) ; and in the Abstract of our 
(A.) & (B.) Receipt and Expenditure for the Year, Appendix, No. 21. (A.), we have 
inserted the Amount incurred on account of the Sum of ^78,500 above 
mentioned, up to the 5th of January last, at which Time, however, the Works 
had but just recommenced. 



General Statement The Statement of the Income and Expenditure of the Monies arisen from 
Expenditure* 1 t * lc Possessions of the Crown under our Management, including the Balances 
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of Accounts standing in our Names and in the Hands of Receivers and other 
Officers accountable in this Department, will be found in detail, classed under 
the usual Heads, in the Appendix, No. 21. (A.) 

In that Statement is included a further Repayment of 2i per Cent, upon 
the Loan of <£-100,000 borrowed of the Commissioners for the Loan of 
Exchequer Bills in aid of Public Works, for the Purposes of the Strand 
Improvements, making, with former Repayments, <£36,250, and leaving still 
due to those Commissioners, in respect of that Loan, the Sum of <£368,750. 

Upon a further Loan of £300,000 from the Equitable Insurance Company, 
to complete the same Improvements, no Repayment has yet been made, but 
towards providing for the first Instalment, which will become due at 
Michaelmas 1833, amounting to £1)0,000, we have made an Investment in 
Exchequer Bills from the Produce of Tolls applicable to the Discharge of such 
Incumbrances, as will appeal - upon reference to Appendix, No. 14. (B.) 

In our last Report we stated that a Capital Sum had been invested in the 
Names of Trustees, to produce annually £250, for the Endowment of a 
Church at Newborough in Northamptonshire, pursuant to au Act of 11 Geo. 4. 
and 1 Will. 4. Cap. 59. ; and the same Act having provided for a similar 
Endowment of a Church in Sunk Island in the County of York, the whole of 
which is the Property of the Crown, the Sum of £7,301. 19. 10. is included 
in the annexed Account, as having been laid out in the Endowment of the 
said Church in Sunk Island. 

In Appendix, No. 21. (B.) will be found a more particular Statement of our 
various Balances than is given in the General Abstract of our Income and 
Expenditure. In conformity with the Practice observed in our Two previous 
Reports, we have stated the Name of each Receiver, Deputy Surveyor, or' 
other Officer of this Department being in the Receipt of Money, and 
the Amount of the Balance in his Hands at the Commencement of the 
Year. 



Towards the Extinction of a Debt amounting originally to £250,000, which 
was advanced to this Department by the Commissioners for French Claims 
in the Years 1825 and 1826, we repaid in the Year 1S31 the Sum of £75,000 •, 
and having previously repaid a like Sum, there now remains £100,000 due to 
the Funds for the Liquidation of Claims upon the French Goyernment, and 
chargeable upon the annual Income arising from the Possessions and Land 
Revenues of the Crown.

Lordships Inteutions into effect.

21,403, My Lords read the Letter of Lord Duncannon, of 26th October 1831, upon the 

Subject of the Works at Buckingham House. 

Lord Duncannon states, that having laid before the King the Plans prepared by 
Mr. Blore for completing the Palace as a Royal Residence, His Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to approve thereof, and to signify such Approbation by His Signature on the 
Plans; and that His Majesty has further expressed His Expectation that the Works should 
now be proceeded upon with as little Delay as possible. Lord Duncannon therefore 
recommends that Mr. Blore should be immediately put into possession of the Buildings, 
and that he should be authorized by this Board to proceed, in the first instance, according 
to the Suggestions contained in his Letter to Lord Duncannon, a Copy of which is annexed 
by his Lordship, and that, as soon as he can make Arrangements for the Alterations and 
Additions suggested by his Plans, he should be desired to report to my Lords the Course 
he proposes to adopt for carrying the same into execution. 

The Suggestion which is offered by Mr. Blore is, that for the Purpose of avoiding the 
Confusion and Inconvenience likely to result from mixing past with future Operations, the 
various Works in progress for the Completion whereof an Estimate has been furnished, and 
a specific Grant made by Parliament, should, except in such Cases as his Plans for the 
Completion of the Palace shall have rendered them unnecessary, be completed before 
any new Works are commenced, and that the sooner this is done the better, that there 
may be no Cause for Delay in carrying into effect the Alterations and Additions for which 
he has delivered in Plans and Estimates. 

My Lords read the Second Report of the Select Committee of the House of Commons 
on Windsor Castle and Buckingham House, in which the Committee state, that, however 
they may regret that the Site should have been chosen for the Construction of a Palace, 
they recommend that the Building, which is not applicable to any other Public Service, 
should be finished as a Royal Residence, and ultimately as a Palace for Purposes of State, 
and thus prevent the Necessity of any future Expenditure on Saint James’s Palace. 

My Lords concur in the Propriety of Mr. Blore’s Suggestions, and, with a view of 
giving effect to His Majesty’s Commands, they desire that the necessary Authority may 
be given to Mr. Blore to proceed forthwith in completing all those Parts of the Building 
for which an Estimate has already been sanctioned by Parliament, so far as the Completion 
of them will not interfere with the Plans of Mr. Blore of which His Majesty has been 
graciously pleased to signify His Approbation. 

My 
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My Lords desire that for this Purpose Mr. Blore may be placed in charge of the Palace App., No. 20. (B.) 

by the Surveyor General of Works, and that he may be furnished with all the Information 

which that Office or which Mr. Nash may be able to afford as to the existing Engagements 
with Tradesmen for the Works yet in progress. 

For all the Works already executed, and for the Payment due to Tradesmen on account 
thereof, my Lords will direct the Issues to be made from the Exchequer to the Cashier of 
the Office of Works, in the usual Manner, upon Accounts certified by the Surveyor General. 

But for the Works now to be carried on under the Superintendance and Direction of 
Mr. Blore, my Lords will hold that Gentleman responsible, and will order the Payments 
to be made through the Office of Woods on receiving from Mr. Blore a quarterly State- 
ment of the Accounts for Works executed within the Quarter, accompanied by a Certificate 
under his Hand that the Work has been duly and properly executed, and that the 
Money is due to the several Parties stated in the Account. 

In all Cases in which Contracts or Engagements are now in force for the Completion 
of any Portion of these Works, the Charges must of course be governed by those Con- 
tracts or Engagements ; but where no such Contracts or Engagements have yet been made, 
my Lords hold Mr. Blore responsible for taking care that the most economical Arrange- 
ments are made which may be consistent with the proper Execution of the Work to be 
performed ; and they further desire that Copies of all such Engagements as he may make 
may be deposited by him in the Office of Woods, as my Lords will avail themselves of the 
Superintendance of that Office, with a view to a due Controul over this Expenditure of 
the Public Money, in the Manner suggested by Lord Duncannon. 

State at the same Time to Mr. Blore, that it is the Desire of my Lords that he should 
lay before the Commissioners of Woods a Statement of the Course which he proposes to 
adopt for completing the Works now in progress ; and that he should report on all Occasions 
to that Board, who will, when necessary, communicate on the Subject with my Lords. 

My Lords will hereafter have under Consideration the Steps which it will be necessary 
to take for procuring the Funds which may be required for the Payment of Debt already 
incurred and Contracts entered into beyond the Grant made in the last Session for 
completing the Palace, according to the Plans, Designs, and Estimates of Mr. Blore, 
as approved of by the Committee, by a Charge upon the Revenues of the Woods and 
Forests.

made lawful for His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, at any Time after the 
passing of that Act, by Letters Patent under the Great Seal, to appoint, in 
the Place of the then Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and 
Land Revenues, and of the Surveyor General of His Majesty’s Works and 
Public Buildings, any Persons, not exceeding Three in Number, to be Com-

A Plot of Ground on the North Side of Trafalgar Square, of the estimated 
yearly Value" of €1,300, has been reserved as a Site for a Gallery for the 
National Pictures, and for the Use of the Royal Academy, towards the building 
of which a Sum of €15,000 (on account of an Estimate of €50,000) was voted 
in the last Session of Parliament ; and upon an amended Estimate, amounting to 
€62,000, laid before Parliament in the present Session, a further Sum of 
€10,000 has been voted ; but it having been found, upon submitting to Cornpe- 
. _ tition 
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tition detailed Specifications and working Drawings for erecting the proposed 
Buildings according to the Plans as ultimately arranged and approved of by 
the Treasury, the lowest Tenders for the Execution of the Work would make 
the Cost thereof about ^76,800, further Proceedings have for the present been 
suspended. 

The Property in Downing Street and Fludyer Street, if the present old 
Houses shall be taken down, and the Ground be let on Building Leases, or 
reserved as Sites for Public Offices, as may be deemed most advisable, (but in 
either Cases giving additional Width to the Street,) is of the estimated yearly 
Value of .^800. ; so that the several Sums before mentioned, amounting toge- 
ther to ifl0,148. 7- 0., may be considered to be the whole Amount of the 
annual Return from the Improvements under the said Act. 

We have stated, that in effecting these Improvements the Cost will not 
exceed the Estimate laid before Parliament in 1829 ; we beg leave also to state, 
that the Rents produced by the new Lettings, with the Value of the Ground 
which may be reserved for Public Purposes, have not fallen short of what was 
reckoned upon ; and although the pecuniary Return may be deemed very in- 
adequate to the Expence incurred, the increased Accommodation to the Public in 
passing through the great Thoroughfare of the Strand, by widening the principal 
Street, and by forming new and improving old lateral Streets, and the general 
Improvement of this Part of the Metropolis, will, we believe, be found to have 
fully realized the Expectations which Parliament and the Public were led to 
entertain when these Measures were first sanctioned.

The General Statement of Receipts and Disbursements includes, besides the Appendix, 
ordinary Revenues arising from the Crown Property under our Management, ^o. 2 i. (A.) 
a Portion of the Sum voted by Parliament for the Repair and Maintenance of 
the Royal Palaces and Public Buildings, and for providing Furniture for the De- 
partments of Government for the Year- 1832, pursuant to the Act for uniting the 
Business and Duties of the Office of Surveyor General of Works with those of 
the Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues ; but the Consolidation of the Depart- 
(201.) A 4 ments 
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ments having taken place after a Portion of the Year had expired, the Expendi- 
ture chargeable upon the Vote of Parliament only is stated for that Portion 
of the Year during which the Two Departments have been united. 

The Account also comprises the Receipt and Expenditure in several of the 
Royal Gardens, which have, for the first Time, been placed under the Care 
of our Department in the course of the last Year. 

Under the Authority of an Act of 2 Will. 4. c. 52. we advanced towards 
promoting the Improvement of an extensive District of Mountain Land, belong- 
ing to the Crown, in the Counties of Limerick, Cork, and Kerry, the Sum of 
£2,500. 

The .whole estimated Cost of the Works and Improvements contemplated by 
that Act is .£24,000, of which £17,000 is authorized to be provided out of 
the Land Revenues of the Crown, on a Condition, which has been fulfilled, that 
the Grand Juries for the Counties of Cork and Kerry grant Presentments 
towards the same Objects, the former of £4,700, and the latter of £2,300. 

The other Heads of Receipt and Expenditure are such as have been usual 
in former Accounts. 

We have made a further Repayment upon the Loan of £400,000 from the 
Exchequer Bill Commissioners, making, with the former Repayments, £45,250 ; 
and towards providing for the Repayment of the first Instalment of £90,000, 
in part of another Loan of £300,000 borrowed from the Equitable Assurance 
Company, we have made a further Investment in Exchequer Bills of £25,000 
(Appendix No. 170, making, with £40,000 previously invested in the like 
Security, £65,000 applicable to the Payment of that Instalment. 

In our last Report we stated that there remained due from our Funds to 
those for the Liquidation of Claims upon the French Government, £100,000 
out of £250,000 which had at different Times been advanced to this Department; 
of that remaining £100,000 the Sura of £75,000 was repaid during the last 
Year; and at the Close of that Year the several Debts then chargeable against 
the Land Revenue of the Crown were as follows :

Land Revenue of the Crown within the Survey of the Exchequer in England, 
and of the Land Revenue of the Crown in Ireland, and for extending certain 
Provisions relating to the same to the Isles of Man and Alderney ; and of 
subsequent Acts of Parliament for placing in charge of our. Department “ His - 'V. -i. c. i.

“ the Crown in Scotland,” we proceed to certify and report to your Lordships 

House such Matters and Things touching and concerning the Property and 

Premises under our Care and Management, and the Income and Expenditure 

in respect thereof, as have taken place, and appear to us to be proper and 

necessary to be set forth, in the Year ended the 5th Day of January 1834.

the Crown. We, therefore, felt it to be our Duty to bring the Circumstances 
of this Property under the Consideration of the Lords of the Treasury, in a * 

Report dated the 20th of July 1833 ; and by a Letter from their Lordships 
Secretary of the 3d August following we were authorized to treat for the 
Purchase of this Estate, on sucli Terms as our Surveyor might consider, under 
the Circumstances, to be advantageous, and subject to the Sanction of their 
Lordships; their Lordships informing us, that the sole Object which they had 
in view, in consenting to this Measure, was, that the Property might be 
re-annexed to Richmond Park, from which it had been originally severed, and 
that the Buildings then standing thereon should be immediately removed. 

After considerable Negotiation we were enabled to acquire this Property at 
the Price of a£14,500, being the Amount recommended by our Surveyor to be 
given for it, to prevent it from passing into other Hands. Possession having 
been given, the Materials of the Buildings have been disposed ofi and other 
Steps taken for re-annexing to Richmond Park this beautiful Portion of Land 
which formerly was a Parcel of that Domain.

17- 8 . for 
divers antient Perpetuities, Grants, Stipends, Salaries, and Allowances, which, 
previous to the Accession of His present Majesty, had been charged upon the 
Civil List, and for which no Provision was made in the Civil List Act of the 
1-st Will. 4. c. 35. The Particulars of these Charges are (as before mentioned) l W. 4 . c. 35 . 
inserted in the Appendix, No. 10. 

Of the Payments so authorized a Portion amounting to £1,942. 17 . 8 . per 
Annum became fixed and permanent Charges upon the Land Revenue of the 
Crown; and £4,215, being in Payment of Salaries to Parties holding for their 
Lives Offices connected with the Forests, which are to be abolished on the 
Deaths or Surrenders of the present Possessors, will cease when such Events 
shall take place. 

There are other temporary Charges of the like Description directed to be Compensations to 
defrayed out of the Land Revenues, amounting in the whole to .£4,864 per tlie^nd'ltewmfes 
Annum, being the Amount of the Compensations awarded under the Act of in England,

There are no other new Charges upon the Funds of the Department, nor is 
there any such Difference in the several other Items of the Expenditure 
comprised in the Accounts of the last Year compared with the corresponding 
Items in the Accounts of former Years, as to call for particular Observations. 

The Navy Board having ceased to make Demands for Supplies of Timber 
from the Royal Forests, and only such Trees being felled, for public Sale, as 
are likely to decay, the Portion of Income from the Forests, arising from the 
Sale of full grown Timber, has been, for the present, diminished; but the sound 
Timber will remain till future Supplies be required, and in the meantime 
the Produce from Bark and Thinnings from the young growing Plantations 
will progressively increase, while the annual Expenditure in the Property 
becomes less. 

It was stated in our last Report that the* several Debts remaining due and 
chargeable against the Land Revenue of the Crown at the Close of the Year 
1832 amounted in the whole to 679,750, exclusive of Interest due to the 
Commissioners for the Liquidation of French Claims upon Loans which had at 
different Times been advanced by them in aid of this Department. Dur- 
ing the last Year we paid the Balance due upon that Loan, and the whole 
Amount of Interest which had accrued due thereon, amounting together to 
£59,842. 10. 0 . We also paid the First Instalment of £90,000 due upon a 
(224.) B Loan 
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Loan of j£ 300,000 borrowed from the Equitable Insurance Company for the 
Purposes of the Regent Street and Strand Improvements. And we have made 
a further Repayment of ^10,000 upon several Loans amounting together 
to 400,000 from the Exchequer Bill Commissioners for the same Purpose ; 
leaving the Debts chargeable against the Land Revenue of the Crown on the 
31st December last as follows :

These Lands were last let by the Commissioners of Revenue in Ireland, under an 
Agreement dated 16th February 1773, to Michael Ward, as Tenant at Will, at the 
yearly Rent of .£136 (late Irish Currency). In February 1831 Manus Ward, Son 
of the said Michael Ward, bv whom the Estate was then occupied, was formally 
required to surrender the Possession, and to account for the mesne Profits of it, 
accrued since the passing of the Act 7 & 8 Geo. 4. c. 68. ; and, on Ins Refusal, 
Proceedings were instituted against him in the Court of Exchequer, Dublin, for 
Recovery of the Possession of the Premises, which was finally obtained in July 1832, 
under an Injunction of that Court issued in Easter Term of the same Year. 

His Majesty’s Estate, Right, and Interest iu these Lands were granted to the Corpora- 
tion in order to facilitate the Attainment of the Objects of an Act of the 1 & 2 W.4. 
c. 55., for the further Improvement of the Port and Harbour of Belfast, aud lor 
other Purposes ; and to and for no other Use, Intent, or Purpose whatsoever. 

These Lands were last demised to Richard Povey by the Lords Justices and Privy 
Council in Ireland, for 99 Years from the 24th June 17 1 6, at the yearly Rent of .£10 
(late Irish Currency), subject to the Rights of Common possessed by Morgan 
Kavanagh and others. 

By an Agreement between the Commissioners of Woods, &c. and Mr. Kavanagh, the 
Purchaser, the Fee and Inheritance of these Lands, discharged of all Rights of 
Common thereon, were estimated to be worth -£-'1,615. 7. 8. (.£5,000 late Irish 
Currency) ; and it was referred to the Arbitration of Isaac Haddock and James 
Hawkins, Esquires, Barristers at Law, to determine what Abatement should be made 
from that Sum in respect of the Rights of Common. By the Award of those Gen- 
tlemen, bearing Date 27lh August 1833, and duly inrolled in Ireland, the Sum of 
j£2,517. 9. 3. was adjudged to be the Price to be paid by Mr. Kavanagh for the Sale 
to him of the Crown’s Estate in the Premises, conformably with the said Agreement.

The Crown has in the County of Caithness the Lands of 
Dororie, Scrabster, and Letlimore, formerly belonging to 
the Bishop of Caithness.

They are at present held by 
Alexander Dunbar, on a Lease for 1 9 Years, commencing 
at 25th May 1831, at a Rent of .£700 ; the First Half- 
yearly Payment for Crop 1832 to be at Martinmas 1832 ;

“ yearly, out of the first and readiest of the said Rents, Duties, and Casualties of the 
“ Bishoprick of Dunkeld, as well Spirituality as Temporality thereof, to be paid to 
“ John Lord Murray, Lord Cardross, Lord Rulhven, John Mackfarlane of that Ilk, 
11 Sir Patrick Murray of Ochtertvre, Thomas Hay of Balhousie, William Drummond 
“ of Meginch and Stewart of Ardvoirlich, whom, or any Three of them as shall be in 
“ Life for the Time, and their Successors in their Lands and Estates, being Majors, 
“ We hereby appoint our Trustees for uplifting and dispensing the Sum foresaid for 
“ the Ends under-written ; and that at Two'ferms in the Year, Whitsunday and Mar- 
“ tinmas, by equal Portions, to be employed for erecting and building of Schools and 
" Schoolmasters Houses where wanting within the Bounds aforesaid (id est, the 
“ Highlands of Perthshire, Stirlingshire and Dumbartonshire), and for Provision and 
“ Payment of the Masters of those Schools that shall be erected, as also for the 
“ augmenting and better Provision of the Schools already erected, but not sufficiently 
“ provided, of such Fees and Allowances as they shall judge needful, at the Sight 
“ always of the Lords of our Treasury and Exchequer, to whom the said Trustees 
“ are hereby made comptable." 

The Rents of the Bishoprick of Dunkeld, as before mentioned, now amount to only 
about .£120 per Annum, and are consequently inadequate to the said Grant of 
£150 per Annum. This being the Case, the Trustees, for many Years past, have 
been allowed to collect the whole Rents for the Beuefit of the Trust, which has 
been done by a Collector appointed by them and also by the Barons of Ex- 
chequer for that Purpose ; and the Collector so appointed from Time to Time 
renders to the Barons of Exchequer Accounts of the Application of Funds col- 
lected by him. 

The whole Rents being thus gifted for the Purposes before mentioned, the Crown

Upon the Abolition of Episcopacy, when the Bishops Rents came into the Possession 
of the Crown, the Rentals thereof delivered over to the Officers of the Crown were 
very inaccurate and defective, and it was found impossible to discover the Persons 
or Lands liable in Payment of many of the Duties contained in them ; but in ac- 
counting for their Intromissions the Collectors have always been charged with the 
gross Amount of these Rentals, and have been allowed Credit, under the Denomina- 
tion of Surcharges, of such Sums as have not been discovered. The annual Amount 
is always the same, nt least it has been so for more than Foity Years past, and is as 
follows ; viz.

Bishoprick of Argyll and the Isles. 

By Gift from Queen Anne, dated 14th July 1705, the Rents and Revenues of this Bishoprick, which amount 
to about £140 per Annum, are granted during Pleasure, or until the same shall be recalled by Her Ma- 
jesty or Her Royal Successors, to the Moderator and Provincial Synod of Argyll, in Trust to be by them 
applied for settling Schools, repairing Churches, educating and training up Ministers, and other pious 
Ends and Uses therein mentioned. The Rents are collected by a Person appointed by the Synod, and 
appropriated for the Purposes mentioned in the Grant. 



Miscellaneous Properties belonging to the Crown iu Scotland, and let in Lease as after-mentioned ; viz. 

I. — In the County of Linlithgow. 

The Farm of Parkhead, belonging to Ilis Majesty, as the same is and has been commonly possessed by the 
Keepers of the Palace of Linlithgow and their Tenants, lying within the Parish and County of Linlithgow, 
was let in Lease by the Barons to Janies Andrew, Provost of Linlithgow, and his Heirs and Assigns, for 
38 Years from Martinmas 1800, paying yearly therefor to the Keeper of His Majesty’s Palace of Lin- 
lithgow for the Time being, or otherwise as His Majesty or His Royal Successors shall from Time to 
Time direct, the Sum of £90 of Tack Duty: and the Rent has always been paid to Sir Thomas Living- 
stone Kart., Keeper of the Palace of Linlithgow, in Terms of the Lease. 

II. — In the County of Stirling. 

“ AH and whole the Park commonly called the King’s Park, King’s Nott, Butts, and Gowan Hills of j 
“ Stirling." The Barons, on 3d February 1824, granted a Lease of the Lands to Alexander Connal and 
his Heirs and Successors, but secluding Assignees without the special Approbation of the Barons, for I 
19 Years from Martinmas 1821, “ he paying’ therefor to the Governor of the Castle of Stirling uow and 
“ for the Time-being, or otherwise as His Majesty and His Royal Successors shall direct, the Sum of | 

“ £425 Sterling of Tack Duty.” 

In Terms of the Lease the Rent has always been paid to the Governor of Stirling Castle for the Time being. 

III. — Ground of Belville, adjoining the King’s Park at Holyrood House. 

In 1814 Dr. Rutherford, Professor of Botany, Edinburgh, represented to the Lords of the Treasury the 
ruinous Condition of the Hothouses, &c. in the old Botanic Garden situated in Leith Walk, which was 
held in Lease ; that the Repair of these Hothouses, &c. would cost upwards of £2.000 ; that the Situation 
on Leith Walk had become very unfit for the Purposes of a Botanic Garden, in consequence of its having 
become surrounded with Houses and Manufactures. The Purchase of a new Si'e was therefore deemed 
mere expedient than to expend Money in the Repair of the Houses, &c. in the old Garden ; and accord- 
ingly in 1 8 1 9 the Lease of the Garden on Leith Walk was sold, and a Piece of Ground of about 9| Acres, 
called Belville, adjoining the King’s Park at Holyrood House, was purchased, with the Concurrence of the 
Lords of the Treasury, and the Value got for the Lease was appropriated to the Purchase of the Ground 
at Belville. 

Dr. Rutherford died in 1819, and Dr. Graham having been appointed his Successor as Professor of Botany in 
the University of Edinburgh, soon after his Appointment visited the Ground at Belville, and expressed his 
decided Objection to its Situation or Suitableness for the Purposes of a Botanic Garden ; and after various 
Communications between Dr. Graham, the Barons, and the Lords of the Treasury, on the Subject, another 
Piece of Ground at Inverleith was purchased in 1820 for a Botanic Garden, and the Ground at Belville 
was advertised for Sale ; but as no Purchaser came forward who would give a fair Value for it, and it being 
afterwards considered unadvisable to dispose of a Property so contiguous to the Royal Palace of Holyrood 
House, it was set on a 12 Years Lease, from Whitsunday 1823, to Alexander Wilson, at a Rent of £70 for 
each of the first Three Years, and £110 per Annum for the Remainder of the Period. This Lease will 
expire at Whitsunday 1835 - - 

The Tenant has applied to the Barons for a Reduction of his Rent, but which the Barons have not taken 
into Consideration from the Prospect of the immediate Operation of the Act 2 & 3 Will. 4. c. 112.

IV.—* Ground at Inverleith for Botanic Garden. 



This Ground consists of upwards of Eleven Scotch Acres, and was, as above mentioned, purchased in 1820 
Irom James Uoehead of Inverleilh. at a Price of .£4,353. 15. 0. In 1823 u Disposition was granted by 
Mr. Roehead to Sir Henry Jardine, King’s Remembrancer of the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, and 
his Successors in Office, and his or their Assigns, for behoof of His Majesty. In the Disposition it is 
declared that this Ground shall be applied for the Purposes of a Botanic Garden for the Space of Serenty 
Years from and after Whitsunday 1820, and to no other Purpose ; but at the Expiration of that Period 
His Majesty has Right to feu out the same for the Purpose of erecting Dwelling Houses thereon. The 
annual Ground Rent payable to Mr. Roehead for the above Property is £30. 5. 0. 



V. — Ground at Iuverleith for Horticultural Garden. 

In the Year 1823 a Purchase was made, with the Approbation of the Treasury, of Eight Scotch Acres of 
Ground at Inverleith, immediately South of the Botanic Garden, from Janies Roehead, for the Purpose 
of an experimental Horticultural Garden, for the Sum of .£4,000. The Disposition to this Ground was 
taken in favour of the Barons of the Court of Exchequer, Scotland, and their Successors in Office, for 
behoof of His Majesty and His Royal Successors ; and it contains a Declaration that the Ground shall 
be occupied either for an Horticultural Garden or for Agricultural Purposes during the Space of Seventy 
Years from Whitsunday 1823. 

In 1826 the Barons, with the Approbation of the Lords of the Treasury, granted a Lease of this Ground 
to the Caledonian Horticultural Society, for Seventy Years from Whitsunday 1823, at the yearly Rent 
of £!140, for behoof of the Crown, with the Burden of the Payment of the Ground Rent of 5s. annually to 
Mr. Roehead - - - -
